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E late extraordinary Occurrences at 
Home, have indiſpenfably engroſs'd our

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Poland, the rather becauſe our laſt Account from thence, 
clos'd with the remarkable Era, viz. The Death of Au- 
guſtus II. Fes. 1, 1733, from whence may be dated the 
preſent unhappy State, not of that Kingdom alone, but 


of all Europe. The Primate was happy in his firſt Ste p 


of Authority : On the King's Death, his Serene High- 
- neſs conven'd the Senate and Nobility, condol'd with 
'em on the Loſs bf their Sovereign, and repreſented the 
imminent Danger of a Civil War from private Animo- 
ſities in ſo moving a Manner, that ſeveral Illuſtrious 
Houſes who were at Variance, came over to his Senti- 
ments, and join'd in a folemn Reconciliation for the 
Sake of their Country. On the 24 *twas reſolv'd in full 
Senate, to ſummom the Dyettines for the 23d of March, 
and the General Dyet of Convocation. for the 27th of 
April following, Orders were iſſu'd accordingly. Soon 


after, ſeveral Grandees were obſerved to leave Warſaw, 


to uſe their reſpeRive Intereſts at their Country Seats, 
in the Election of Nuncio's to be ſent to the Dyet of 
Convocation ; There appeared three Parties, one for 
Staniſlaus, the ſecond for the Eleftor of Saxony, and a 


third for a Native exclufive of Staniſlaus, purely to 


avoid the fatal Conſtquences which they apprehended 
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might attend his Election: But theſe laſt bore no great 
Figure in the Diſpute, and it may be reaſonably pre- 
ſumed, their Opinion was judg'd not of Conſequence 
enough to anſwey the Purpoſe of the Republick, whoſe 
main View was, and appears ftill to be, to be able tb 
ſupport their Independency againſt the 'Incroachments 
of Neighbouring Powers. Mean while, the Dyettines 
went on with as little Interruption as could be expected; 
Prince Lubonirki, Palatine of Cracovia, gave ſome Un- 
eaſineſs, but was appeas d. However, the Primate, to 
ſettle the Minds of the People, ſent a Circular Letter 
to the ſeveral PaJatinates and Diſtricts, ſetting forth 
the Points that were to be conſider'd on in the enſuing 
Dyet of Convocation, an Extract whereof ſollows: 
< Firft, Whereas, during the laſt Interregnum, all the 
Pyettines petitioned, that every Native commonly 
call'd Piafte, Thould be excluded from the Right of 
pretending to the Crown; their main Buſineſs now 
muſt be, to concert all Means to ſeclude a Foreigner, 
more-eſpecially one whoſe Poſſeſſions lie out of the 
Kingdom; becauſe ſuch a Prince would be more In- 
tent on the Welfare of his own State, than that of 
the Republick. Secondly, All Hereticks muſt be re- 
mov'd from Employments, eſpecially in the Army 
of the Crown, and Lithuania; but above all, thoſe 
concern'd in Poſt-Offices, left the Republick ſuffer by 
their Correſpondence. Thirdly, Perſons ſuſpeRed of 
private Attachments to a Foreign Prince, muſt retire, 
not only from Warſaw, but the Kingdom. Fourthly, 
Care muſt be taken, that Foreign Miniſters have no 
© Guards ; becauſe, if that were permitted, Warſaw 
c would be fill'd with foreign Soldiers, which might 
© have ill Conſequences. His Serene Highneſs wrote 
alſo to the ſeveral Powers of Eurofe, to entreat their 
Protection; and to the Emperor and Czarina in particu- 
lar, begging they would not interfere in the Election, 
and cramp the Liberties of the Republick in ſo eſſen- 
tial an Article. Meanwhile the Imperial and Ruſſian 
Troops hover'd on the Frontiers, and certain Foreign 
Miniſters began to buſtle, Animoſities were reviv'd, 
and the Primate impeach'd of Partiality in Favour of 
King Staniſlaus. Here the Stariſlaifls, though far the 
moſt conſiderable Party, then appearing, found them- 
fclves much embarraſs'd. They complain'd aloud of 
the Ruſſian Miniſters, who declar'd againſt Staniſlaus, 
ſuch Proceedings were contrary to the Liberty of the 
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Nation, and their innate Right to a Free Election. 
The latter made Anſwer, that their Conduct in Queftion 
was founded on the Treity of Peace concluded Nov. 8, 
1716, between the Confederates and Saxon Troops, which 
was afterwards ratify'd by the whole Republick at an 
exttaordinary Dyet held at Warſaw, Feb. 1, 1717, and 
again confirm'd by that of Grodno held the ſame Yer. 
Adding, that the late Emperor Peter I. having been 
Mediator and Guarantee of that Treaty, the Empreſs 
of Ruſſia had not only a Right, but an indiſpenſable 
Obligation, to hinder whatever might be done contrar 
to the Tenor of the ſaid Treaty, and moreover woul 
do it with all her Force, if Qccafion requir'd ; her Im- 
perial ny being reſolved, as well as obliged, to ſee 
that nothing be done contrary to the Laws of the King- 
dom. The Marqueſs de Monti was not idle on this Oc- 
caſion, and affur'd the Republick on the Part of his 
Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, that France would not fail to 
aſſiſt her, and maintain her Rights, with Regard to the 
Election, with all her Force, and at all Events. The 
Imperial Minifter, tho' he ated in concert with thoſe 
of Ruſſia, yet behaved with more Reſerve. During 
theſe Heats, the following Letter came out from the 
Emperor, to the Serene Primate of Poland, dated the 
25th of April, calculated chiefly to wipe off the Re- 
| fleftion of attempting on the Liberties of the Repub- 
lick. | | 


| Emperor's Letter to the Primate of Poland. 


HE RE As there has been for many Ages, be- 
ie tween the Imperial Family of Auſtria, their 
Hereditary Kingdoms and Provinces, on the one Side, 
and the moſt Serene Kings of Poland and the Polife 
Republick on the other, a ſtrièt Union and Alliance, 
by mutual and ſolemn Treaties contracted and renew'd ; 
it cannot but be evidently known to you, Right Reve- 
rend Father, how my glorious Predeceſſors have always 
been the Support and Defence of the Republick of Po- 
— and of their Liberty, on the moſt dangerous Occa- 
ions. 
Tt is by following my Anceſtors Example, that I not 
only entred into the ſame ſtrit Union, fo advantageous 
to both Parties, but even took all Care alſo, and offer'd 
with Readineſs to aR in whatever might ſhew myſelf 
in Effect a true Friend 3 laſt Vear, when

Endeavours, prevent any Scandal which might obſtruct 
their free and quiet Proceeding to the Royal Election, 
according to the Laws of the Kingdom. | 
., So far is it, then, from me to entertain any Thought 
of leſſening. any Part of the inconteſtable Right of the 
Poliſh free Election, that I do ſolemnly declare, that 
no Candidate whatſoever (even ſuch as could be che- 
_ riſWd by me) ſhall ever be agreeable to my Mind, but 
he who aſpires to that high Honour through the ſlrict- 
eſt Lawfulneſs of its Conſtitutions: For my firm Mind 
is, that no other King be duly elected, but what may 
reach the Throne with free and unanimous Votes of 
the Nation, and inveſted with the lawful Authority of 
the Conſtitutions of the Kingdom: Inſomuch, that no 
Suſpicion ſhould remain of any Danger to the Liberty 
of the Republick, or of the leaſt Diſturbance to the 
Neighbouring Princes. 
| I do, moreover, acquaint you, that ſuch alſo is the 
| Mind of my Confederates, and that to no other End 
/ 
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would be ſubſervient any Forces which might be placed 
on the Borders of the Poliſh Dominions: For ſuch ought 
to be the Duty required by the ſolemn Conventions I 
am inviolably bound to, and which are the Baſis, Foun-

On the 27th of April, the Dyettines being happily 
concluded, the Interregnum Dyet was open'd with uſual 
Solemnity. As ſoon as the Nuncio's had enter'd their 
Chamber, M. Ozarowski, who, as being Marſhal of the 
laſt Dyet, held the Staff in this, aſſigned to the reſpec- 
tive Nuncio's the Places they ought to fit in, according 
to the Rank of their Palatinates. The Nuncio's being 
all placed, M. Ozarowski would have opened the Dyet, 
but M. Lubienieski, one of the Nuncio's of Czernichovia, 
oppoſed it, and complained, that at the laſt Dyet he 
was turned out of the Chamber, under Pretence that he 
was choſen over and above the Number which his Pala- 
tinate had a Right to ſend to the Dyets ; and added, 
that as he had proteſted againſt the Election of a Mar- 
ſnal at the laſt Dyet, that which was then made in Fa- 
vour of M. Oz.arowsk?i, could not be accounted lawful, 
and conſequently he could not hold the Staff ad interim 
in that new Dyet : This Oppoſition, if he had inſiſted 
on it, would have brought on a good deal of Confuſion, 
but M. Ozarowski, and ſome of his Friends, *roſe from 

their Seats, went up to him in the Place where he ſat, 
and gave him ſo powerful Arguments, that they pre- 
vailed with him to drop his Objection; after which, 
M. Ozarowski opened the Dyet with an elegant Speech, 
recommending Union and Publick Spirit to the Nun- 
cio's, and praying them to proceed immediately to the 
Election of a Marſhal. As ſoon as his Speech was ended, 
MN. Oginski, a Lithuanian Nuncio, ſtood up and ſaid, that 
it was his Opinion, they could not go upon any Buſi- 

neſs, *till the Diſſidents (ſo they call thoſe who are not 
Roman Catholicks) who were among them, were turned 
out, alledging, that the Church would be in Danger, if 
any but Catholicks were admitted into the Aﬀairs of 
Government: Upon this Point, he was ſo warm as to 


ſay, 
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ſay, that if the Difidents would not walk out on their 
own Accord, they ought to be thrown out of the Win- 
dows. To this the Srolnifz of the Crown, a Nuncio of 
Great Poland, made Anſwer, that he was too haſty, and 
that he ought to conſider, that no Man could throw 
another out. of the Window, without being pretty near 
it himſelf: At laſt, the Debates upon this SubjeA be- 
ing like to grow too warm, the Dyet was adjourned till 

next Morning. | 
There were afterwards very great and warm Conteſis 
upon the ſame Subject, and at laſt, before they proceeded 
to any ether Buſineſs, the Diſſident Nuncio's were ex- 
cluded ; after which came on the Election of a Marſhal, 
which took them up ſeveral Days. The two principal 
Candidates who at firft appeared, were the Count Sapeiha 
and M. Scipion ; but at laſt, all the contending Parties 
yielded up their Pretenſions in Favour of M. Maſchalski, 
Staroft and a Nuncio of Grodyo, who was a Perſon well 
known to be devoted to Staniſlaus ; and thereby it ap- 
peared that that Party was by far the moſt numerous in 
the Dyet. The Difident Nuncio's were not ſo much as 
preſent at this Election, and their Excluſion was com- 
plain'd of by the Miniſters both of Great Britain and 
Fruſſia, but was molt highly reſented by the Miniſter 
of the Czarina of Muſcovy, who inſiſted on it that his 
Miflreſs had by former Treaties a Right to intermeddle 
in that Affair, and that ſhe certainly would ſee Juſtice 
done to the Proteſtants of that Kingdom, according to 
the Rights and Privileges which had been ſtipulated for 
them in thoſe Treaties of which ſhe was one of the Gua- 
rantees. Theſe Inſtances, however, could not prevail 
againſt the Zeal. of the bigatted Roman Catholicks of 
that Kingdom, ſo that the Diſidents remained excluded 
during the whole Courſe of that Dyet. | 

From the Election of their Marſhal to the 12th Seſſion 

of the Dyet, there was nothing of any great Moment 
done; but in the 12th Seffion, which was held May the 
12th, the Nuncio's of Vilna and Poſnania propoſed, 
1. That all Foreigners ſhould be excluded the Rank of 
Competitors for the Crown. 2. That the Senators 
ſhould ſwear, as the Nuncio's had done, that they had 
taken no Bribe nor Preſent. And 3. That the Knights 
ſhould lay aſide the Enfigns of their Orders. But to 
every one of theſe Points there was great Oppoſition 
made, and without coming to any Concluſion upon ei- 
ther, the Chamber of Nuncio's was at laſt . 2 
| a bou 
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about Se ven o' Clock at Night, to go and join the Senate 3 
where M. Maſchalski, the Marſhal, in the Name of the 
Chamber of Nuncio's, made a Speech to the Senate ; and 
was anſwer'd in the Name of the Senate by the Primate ; 
after which, ſeveral Propoſitions were made, as to the 
Qualities of thoſe who were to be admitted as Candidates 
for the Crown, but nothing was that Night finally re- 
ſol ved on. | 
The 13th Seſſion was open'd with the reading of a Pro- 
jet of the Primate's, which chiefly conſiſted of the fol - 
lowing Articles. 1. Not to chuſe any for King, but 
one that was born in Poland, and of Poliſh Parents, and 
that had no Eſtate without the Kingdom. 2, To con- 
firm this by an Oath, 3. To examine and ſtate the 
Accounts of the Treaſurers of Foland and Lithuania. 
4. To fix the Dyet of Election for the 25th of Auguſt. 
5. That all the Gentlemen of Poland ſhould be obliged 
to appear in the Field the Day of Eleftion. 6. To 
make a Regulation of the Adminiſtration during the 
Election. Theſe Points were debated, but no Reſolu- 
tion made, only the Primate named four Senators to 
draw up the Heads of the Confederacy, which the Inter- 
regnum Dyet always at laſt reſolves in. In this Dyet, 
the Count Poniatowski, Regimentary of the Crown ; 
Count Potocki, Palatine of Kiow z Prince Wieſnowieski, 
Caftellan of Cracow ; and Prince Czartoriski, Palatine of 
Ruſſia 3 appeared in the Dyet without the Enſigns of 
the White Eagle, they being all of them Knights of 
that Order, which they did voluntarily, in Order to 
render themſelves popular among the Nobles, the Dyet 
having come to no Reſolution for that Purpoſe, as be- 
fore mention'd : And in the next Seſſion, which was 
held upon the 15th of May, the following Gentlemen 
likewiſe left off wearing the Enſigns of their Orders 
upon the ſame Account, viz. Count Belinski, the Court 
Marſhal ; Prince Lubomirski, Palatine of Cracow ; Prince 
Kadzeville, Maſter of the Horſe of Lithuania ; and 
Prince Sanguski. Several new Points were in this Seſſion 
Propoſed tor the General Confederacy, but nothing was 
reſolved on. From this Day 'till the 23d of May, the 
Dyet was taken up in ſettling the Articles of the Gene- 
ral Confederacy ; and they being all at laſt ſettled and 
agreed to, the Primate fign'd the Articles, and after 
him the Biſhops, Senators, and Nuncio's, which kept 
them fitting till Eight o'Clock next Morning; but the 
Biſhop of Cracow and the Nuncio's annexed to their 
Signing,

the great Satisfaction of the Primate, and the French 
Party in that Kingdom. 


The Form and Subſtance of the General Confederacy, 


E the Senators of the Crown of Poland and 
Grand Dutchy of Lithuania, together with the 
Nuncio's of the reſpective Provinces of the Republick 
in Dyet aſſembled, convoked by the IIluſtrious Prince 
Theodore Potocki, Archbiſhop of Gne/ne, Primate of Po- 
land and the Grand Dutchy of Lithuania, make known 
to all whom it may concern, Oc. 

[Here, by Way of Preamble, is recited the Article in 
Behalf of the Diſſidents; to which is annex'd, that in 
what relates to the, Arians, Quakers, Menmites, Ana- 
baptiſts, and Apoſtates, all Stipulations on their Ac- 
count ſhall be duly obſerved, conformably to preceding 
Ordinances, and in particular to the Confederacy of the 
Year 1674. Then follows! 8 

Whereas in the preſent critical JunQture of Affairs, 
being expoſed without a Sovereign to infinite Dangers, 
we have, after the Example of our Predeceſſors, made 
it our firſt and chiefeſt Concern, to ſettle Peace and 
Union among us, to provide for the Adminiſtration of 
Juſtice, the Security of the Republick, and the Re- 
eltabliſhment of our reſpective Rights and Privileges, 
as well as to conſider of proper Means to remedy ſuch 
Abuſes as have crept in amongſt us, we have notwith- 
ſtanding referr'd this laſt Article to the next Dyet of 
Election, to be determin'd there, before we proceed to 
the Choice of a new King ; mean while we hereby 
confirm what was ſtipulated in Regard to the ſaid Abu- 
ſes in the Confederacy of the Year 1632. | 

In order to ſettle the Republick's Safety on a ſure 
Foot both now and hereafter, we engage ourſelves, and 
ſolemnly ſwear, to chuſe none but a Native for King, 
of Poliſh Extraction both on Father and Mother's Side, 
profeſſing the Orthodox Faith, who neither has Lordſhip, 
hereditary Province, or Army on Foot, out of our Ter- 
ritories ; excluding every other Subject from the Throne, 
even though he enjoys the Right of Naturalization :

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We further ſwear to maintain the Rights and Privileges 
of the Roman Catholick Churches, and thoſe of the 
Greek Ritual united to them, in Excluſion of all others; 
and we promiſe, by virtue of this Confederacy, to em- 
ploy our Lives and Fortunes in the Defence of the ſaid 
Churches, and the free Election of a Sovereign. 

Since on Concord wholly depends the Succeſs of our 
Deliberations, we engage in the ſtrongeſt Manner both 
upon Honour and Conſcience, to ſuffer not the leaſt 
TinQure of Diviſion among us, nor any Part of the 
Republick, independent of the whole, to form private 
Cabals, much leſs raiſe any Perſon to the Throne by 
unlawful Practices, in Prejudice to a free Election; to 
receive no Bribe nor Preſents either for our own private 
Uſe, or in Order to foment Factions; nor to acknowlege a 
King but one elected by free Votes, nemine contradicente ; 
whoever attempts the contrary, ſhall be accounted an 
Enemy to his Country. | 

The Primate ſhall not proceed to the Nomination of a 
King, till he has put the previous Queſtion thrice 
aloud, if all agree, and if all Abuſes are reQify'd, and 
publickly engaged that the future King ſhall before his 
Coronation take Oath to maintain the Rights, Privile- 
ges and Liberties formerly granted by the Crown, which 
ſhall be preſented to him in the Patta Conventa. This 
Oath ſhall agree in Form and Subſtance with that which 
was taken by the Kings Sigi/mund II. Henry, Stephen, 
Sigiſnund III. Viadiflaus IV. Fohn, Caſimir, Michael, 
John III. and the late King. After the Oath taken, 
the ſaiq Rights and Privileges ſhall be confirmed by a 
Dyet held for that Purpoſe, ſo far as they run not 
Counter to the Roman Catholick Religion. We further 
engage, that in Caſe any Perſon, Native or Foreign 
Prince, ſhall preſume to encroach upon our Rights and 
Liberties, in order to place himſelf or another on the 
Throne, to oppoſe him with all our Force, never to 
abandon each other, and to preſerve the preſent Aſſocia- 
tion ſacred and inviolable, *till we have unanimouſly 
agreed on our future Sovereign; for the Sake whereof 
we will expoſe our Lives to the laſt Drop of Blood in 
our Veins. In ſuch Caſe the Crown ſhall act in concert 
with the Grand Dutchy of Lithuania; and the Grand 
Dutchy of Lithuania, with all the Provinces, Palati- 
nates, and other Diſtrids, in mutual Conjunction with 
the Crown, Aſter mature Deliberation upon whatever 
Way concern an AQ ſd important as this is, we have 

B reſolved 
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reſol oed to fix on the 25th of Auguſt for the Dyet of 
Election; and in Purſuance thereof, we hereby convoke 
all the States of the Republick, (exceptis jure widtis ) 
and in general all thoſe who have a Right to aſſiſt, with- 
out allowing them to appear with the uſual Retinue in 
War, but with an Equipage ſuitable to their Quality 


all without Prejudice to the Rights of the Country of 


Pruſſia, and capital Cities therein, as well as thoſe of 
the Dutchy of Zalor, O/wiecini and Maſovia, the Pala- 
tinates of Kiovia and Fodlachia, the Diſtrict of Luckou, 
and others ſituate on the Frontiers of Turky. The States 
of the Grand Dutchy ſhall regulate in their private 
Dyettines the Manner how they ſhall appear at the 
Election, which is to be finiſh'd as ſoon as poſſible ; but 
if it ſo happens, that we cannot proceed with ſuch 
Expedition as were to be wiſh'd, *tis reſolved that the 
Dyet ſhall ſubſiſt no longer than the uſual Term of 
Dyets. viz. ſix Weeks at furtheſt, The Towns that 
pretend to a Right of partaking in the Election, ſhall 


| produce their Warrant for ſo doing at the next Dyet. 


The Dvet of Election ſhall be held in the uſual Place 
between Warſaw and Wola, to be encompaſſed with a 
Ditch, and provided with ſeveral Places, built for the 
Con veniency of ſeparate Conferences. The Marſhal of 
the Equeflrian Order ſhall be choſen by the Palatinates, 


Provinces and Diſtrids of the Kingdom, according to - 


ancient Cuſtom, provided they ſettle before - hand either 
in their private Dycttines, or at the General Dyet, the 
Manner how the Election is to be made, that in Caſe 
the ſa id Election cannot be made the firſt Day of hold- 
ing the Dyet, the ſame may be made within a few 
Days aſterwards, leſt the Republick ſhould ſuffer by 
interrupting the Courſe of the EleQion. As to what 
concerns the publick Safety during the Dyet of Elec- 
tion, and the Conduct to be obſerved, not only by the 
Natives but Foreign Minifters, we refer ourſelves to 
what has been ſettled on that Head in precedent Confe- 


deracies. | 


Whereas the Republick is indiſpenſably obliged to 
great Expences during the Inter · regnum, the Grand Trea- 
ſurers of both Nations ſhall take due Care to get in the 
publick Revennes both of the Crown and Grand Dutchy 
of Lithuania, as well as thoſe ariſing from the Palati- 
nates of Pruſſia and others; for which Purpoſe the two 
Regimentaries ſhall be obliged to aſſiſt them with armed

"For the further Safety of the Republick, the Regi- 
mentaries ſhall poſt Troops in the ſtrong Places of the 
reſpetive Palatinates, as well as on the Frontiers, to 
diſperſe Vagabonds, and preſerve Tranquility : The

Thus far the Primate ſaw his Meaſyres ſucceed, tho! 
not without the greateſt Struggle. Many Attempts 
were made to get Staniſlaus excluded; amongſt others 
twas moved for the Addition of the follow ing Clauſe to, 
the Oath above, with regard to the Qualifications of a 
Candidate, That ke ſhould not Be ally'd to any Foreign 
Feuer, This was aim'd at Stariſlays, but over-rul'd by 
the oppoſite Party, with a very obvious Exception, 
That it would in Effet exclude almoſt all the great

The Propoſal was evidently ill concerted; for had it 
run thus, Not de pending on any Foreign Power, *twould 
have equally anſwer'd the Purpoſe, and have been free 
tram the Objedtion. Nor were the Imperial and Ruſſian 
Miniſters leſs buſy without Doors, than the Opponents 
were within: They complain'd aloud of the Freedom 
of Votes being invaded with Threats, Artifice, and 
gs 111 Uſage 3 but all they could ſay was to no Pur- 
ie. 

On the th of June, Ea Lewyplde, the Ruſſian En- 
yoy extraordinary went away for Fetersburgh. His De- 
yarture was owing to an Interview with the Deput lies 
v5 the Senate, at the Imperial Embaſſadors. TH5

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Deputies came thither to know if the Imperial Troops 
on the Frontiers, had Orders to enter Poland before the 
Election. His Excellency made Anſwer, that his In- 
ſtrudt ions went not ſo far as to ſatisfy em in that Par- 
ticular : Upon this, the Ryfian Miniſter took Occaſion 
to charge the Deputies with a Report, that the Primate 
deſigned to ſend the Turks and Tartars into Ruſſia, The 
Deputies flatly told his Excellency, they muſt be 
obliged ſo to do, if no other Way was left *em to de- 
fend themſelves, The Count immediately *roſe up, 
ſaid, That's enough, and went off for Petersburg. The 
Primate and Senators were much alarm'd at ſo ſudden a 
Departure, His Serene Highneſs propoſed thereon in 
full Aﬀembly of the Senate, to publiſh a ſolemn De- 


claration, to let all Europe know the Deſigns of certain 
Powers, by Way of Complaint, that under Pretence of 


ſupporting the Liberties of the Republick, their Pro- 
ceedings viſibly tended to deſtroy them. But after 
more mature Deliberation, it was agreed to ſuſpend the 
Declaration, and reſolved in lieu thereof, that his Se- 
rene Highnefs ſhould write again to the chief Powers 
of Europe 6n that Head, and the Nobility of the re- 
ſpetive Palatinates be got ready to horſe and take the 
Field. *Twas reſolved farther, to ſend M. Rudomind to 
the Court of Ruſſia, to molify her Czarian Majeſty, and 
prevent the bad Influences which were apprehended 
from the ſudden Journey of the Ruſſian Miniſter. The 
Primate accordingly ſent circular Letters to the ſeveral 
Courts of Europe, to beg their Protection, and M. Rudo- 
nina {et out on his ®mbaſſy. About the ſame Time, 
his Serene Highneſs diſpatch'd his Univer/alia to the 
Diftrits and Palatinates, wherein, after having laid 
before em the Reaſons for the Oath of Confederacy. he 
encourages them to Union and Perſeverance, in Words 
much to this Purpoſe : © Why ſhould we refuſe to in- 
* voke the Name of God, by ſwearing to ſupport the 
© Rights of our Country ? This is the only Way to U- 
nion, and Union the only Way to curb the Inſolence 


© of our Enemies. In ſo juſt a Cauſe, we may be aſſu-

Here the Primate points out Staniſlaus in the ſtrongeſt

Emperor's Letter to the Primate of Poland. 


| E have on every Occaſion given the Chriſtian 
World authentick Proofs of our ſincere Inclina- 
tions to preſerve the Tranquility of Europe Our pecu- 
liar Cares for that End alone, have been too viſible to 
want an Apology. We have no leſs declared in Defence 
of the Pol Liberties, as they ſtand ſettled by the 
Conſlitutions of the Kingdom, both ancient and mo- 
dern: Such has been our Conduct hitherto, and fo will 
continue for the Time to come. We have cauſed to be 
declared to your Reverence more than once, both in 
our own Name, and that of our Allies, that our ſole 
Aim is to fecure the Freedom of your Election; and that 


we ſhall never ſuffer the Votes of a free Nation to be 


controll'd, ftifled, or oppreſs'd, by the Threats or other 
violent Attempts of thoſe, who, tho? unworthy of the 
Name of Brother Citizens, ſet up for the only true Sons 
of their Country, As ſoon as your Reverence ſhall 
reſtrain theſe fatal Attempts, and, as in Duty bound for 
the Safety of your Country, take Care that nothing

TH E ſeveral Declarations made to the Primate on

Firſt then, ſuch has been the paſt Behaviour of the 
Republick towards its Neighbour Allies, as to leave no 
Room to doubt of its entertaining a due Regard for 
their Friendſhip: Nay ſuch Proofs have we given of 
mutual Friendſhip and Eſteem, our Neighbours ought 
tobe convinced of our Integrity. | Fa. pp 

As for the Report of an Irruption intended of the 
Turks and Tartars into the Territories of the Powers 
abovemention'd, (if ſuch Report has been) ſure it can 
owe its Riſe to nothing but the affected Threats of an 
approaching Invaſion by the Imperial and Ruſſian Forces; 
the rather becauſe theſe Threats were made by a certain 
Miniſter of one of the Powers aboveſaid, in the Pre- 
ſence of Men of Honour, who, as Senators, ought to 
be placed above the Cenſure of a Fiction ; otherwiſe we 
know not whence it came. 

But to inlinuate (as the Imperial Declaration does 
in ſtrong Terms) as if there was a Man amongſt us, ca- 
pable of perverting the Laws of his Country, at a Time 
when our common Safety lies at Stake, and of employ- 
ing Force, to make the Votes of the whole collected 
Body of the Kingdom ſubſervient to the Will and Plea- 
ſure of a few, is an inſufferable Reflection, and inju- 
rious not to the Man alone, but the whole Republick. 

All the World knows how much we cheriſh the Liber- 
ty of thinking and ſpeaking for ourſelves: This we 
reckon the Baſis of our Conſtitution. In the preſent 
Confederacy, we have taken all poſhble Precaution a- 
gainſt a contingent Diviſion at the Election; nor can 
any Man with Conſcience complain of any of the Pre- 
judices alledged from abroad having been done him, un- 
leſs, indeed, it happen to be a Man ignorant of the Na- 
ture of Dyets, or one byaſs'd by Foreign Councils. 

Well may' we wonder that what has paſs'd amongſt 
ourſelves on the Subject of Election, ſhould give Um- 
brage to his Imperial Majeſty. The Serene Republick 
has received ſo many Marks of good Will and ſincere 
Friendſhip from that auguſt Houſe, ſhe as heartily wiſhes 
the Continuance thereof, and will negleft no Opportu- 
nity to deſerve it. Poland rejoices that the moſt auguſt 
Emperor, after the Example of his illuſtrious Prede- 
ceſſors, is reſolved to maintain her Liberties ; not in 
the leaſt doubting but that he thereby intends to pre- 
ſerve them entire; that is to ſay, to leave us ſole At- 
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biters and Interpreters of our own Laws and Conſtitu- 
tions: For whatever People may think abroad, if our 
Liberties muſt depend on the Judgment of anpther, or 
be ſubjedt to any Explanation but our own, they ceaſe 
that Inſtant, and are no more, Liberty depends on 
itſelf, and will bear no Foreign Conftrution. This is 
our Right. _ | | b. | 

Nobody doubts but that the Serene - Republick wil- 
Iingly embraces the Support of ſuch Liberty, on the 
Part of his Imperial Majeſty and his Allies. And if 
we have apply'd ta other European Powers in like Man- 
ner, why not? Who ſhould take it ill? Here occurs a 
material Diſtindtion; our Liberty and our Laws are 
two different Things: Liberty is the Baſis of our Go- 
vernment, which. has been happily - preſerved for fo 
many Ages, and ſtil] ſubſils in full Force: This Li. 
berty has, indeed, an Influence on neighbouring Powers 
with Regard to their States. Laws are made on the 
Exigency of Circumſtances; tis in our Power to change, 
abrogate and annul them. This is our Right, 

We are convinced, that falſe Reports make no Im- 
preiſion on his Imperial Majeſty, or his Allies, nor will 
divert them from their laudable Deſigns, and therefore 
apprehend no ill Conſequences on that Score. We truſt 
in the Juſtice of our Cauſe, and the Equity fo natural 
to the auguft Houſe of Auſtria, and the Event will 
Plainly ſhew, that the Republick builds not her Hopes 
on Artifice, or other vain Supports; but will endea- 
vour, by open dire& Meaſures, to maintain, preſerve, 
and defend her Liberties, independent of any other 
Power. Since the moſt auguſt Emperor has been plea- 
ſed to declare, that he knaws not what it is to threaten 
on the one Side, nor to fear Threats on the other; in 
kke Manner, the Serene Republick threatens no Power, 
while ſhe provides for the Security of hep Liberties, 
Nor ought to fear the Threats of other Powers, after 
having provided for the Support of her ancient Allian» 
ces in the laſt Confederacy, | 1 

The Serene Republick having always had recourſe 
to the Friendſhip of his Imperial Majeſty when her 
Liberties were in Danger, ſtil} purſues the ſame Steps, 
and applies for Relief, in Caſe of any new Danger en- 
ſuing, on Account of the next Election. 

If his moſt Sacred Imperial Majeſty will, in Con- 
328 with his Allies, maintain the Republick's Li- 


rtics in the Minner above mention'd, he will long 
on 
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only do Juſtice to his own Dignity, and to the Promi- 
ſes made to the Republick, ſettle her Happineſs and the 
Peace of Europe, but may be aſſured, as well as his 
Allies, of a fincere, grateful and conſtant Acknowledge- 
ment on the Part of the Republick ; beſides increaſe 
the Glory of his auguſt Houſe, and aſſure its proſperity 
for Time to come.

Mean Time the Czarina ſent an Envoy Extraordinary 
to the States of Lithuania, with Special Inſtruftions to

The CLarina's Declaration to the Lithuanians. 


HE Empreſs of Ruſſia is much concern'd at the 
Death of the King of Poland; and like a good 
Friend, takes all Opportunities of convincing the States 
of the Great Dutchy of Lithuania, as being her good 
Friends and Neighbours, of her ſincere Intentions to 
maintain the Publick Good. 1 
It is well known to the Republick, and almoſt to the 
whole World, that the Government of Ruſſia have made 
it their Buſineſs, ſor a conſiderable Time paſt, to pre- 
ſerve the Liberties of Poland And therefore the Em- 
preſs, treading in the Steps of her Predeceſſors, does 
publickly declare, that ſhe will not fail to act upon the 
ſame Principles, eſpecially in ſo critical a 5 ag 
the preſent. And becauſe any one may foreſee that 


there will ariſe ſeveral Factions and Cabals, as well on 


the Part of Foreigners, as on that of the Natives them · 
ſelves, who in Prejudice to the Conſtitutions of the 
Kingdom, and to the Freedom of Voting, will endea- 
vour to favour ſome Candidate that may endanger the 
| Laws and Liberties of the Republick, and to place 

* C 3 ſuch 
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ſuch an one upon the Throne at all Adventures : There- 
fore the Empreſs declares, that ſhe is ready to aſſiſt the 
Republick to keep ſuch Competitors at a Diſtance, and 
to preſerve inviolably the Freedom of Election. 

The Empreſs means nothing more by this, than to 
give a Mark of her ſincere Favour for the Republick : 
And as it is her Intereſt, being a near Neighbour, that 
the Friendſhip and good Harmony ſo frequently con- 
firmed by the Treaties, ſhould always be inviolably 
preſerved, ſhe wiſhes, above all other Things, that the 
Statutes, the Liberties, and entire Freedom of Election 
of the Republick may be maintained without any Al- 
teration. The Moſt Serene Republick has had too much 
Experience how dangerous it is to the Poliſh Liberties, 
and to the whole Kingdom, to have a Foreign Prince 
upon the Throne, who being powerful of himſelf, and 
fall of Natural Ambition, minds nothing but his own 
Intereſt, This needs no Proof; the laſt Reign being 
freſh in every one's Memory. 
be Empreſs hopes they will not chuſe a Foreign 
Prince, but caſt their Eyes upon ſome Candidate, who 
will owe the Crown to nothing but the Favour of their 
Votes, and to a Free Eleftion, made without the leaſt 
Shadow of Violence. The Empreſs has already declar'd 
Her Sentiments : She is perſuaded, that nothing can be 
more to the Republick's Advantage, than for the Depu- 
ties in Dyct to join unanimouſly in the Election and 
Coronation of ſome Piaſte from among themſelves, ex- 
cept Staniſlaus. = 

It is natural to believe, that France, ſome Foreigners, 
and even Polandcrs, will uſe their utmoſt Efforts to 
Place the ſaid Szaniflaus upon the Throne: But the Em- 
P eſs is perſuaded, that not one good Patriot, who has 
the Good and Liberty of his Country at Heart, will ever 
conſent to it; ſince it is well known to all the World, 
and there is not a good Polander but remembers to his 
Sorrow, what the Conduct of the ſaid Staniſlaus was, 
when, after having oppreſſed the Libertics, and violated 
he Laws of his Country, ſupported only by Force of 
Arms, he was proclamed King, not by the Republick, 
but by a Foreign Power; when againſt his Conſcience, 
nd againſt the Liberty of his Country, he uſurped the 
Crown, which all true Polanders had refuſed to receive 
irom the Hands of that Power, though they deſerved it 
'b-tter than he, Every Body knows the Treaties he 
then made with the ſaid Power, by which he was + 
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yield to him conſiderable Provinces of the Republick. 
They know the Calamities and Misfortunes under which 
the whole Kingdom then groan'd. In ſhort, had the 
Deſigns of the ſaid Staniſlaus, and of thoſe who pro- 
tefted him, ſucceeded, and God had not bleſs'd the Arms 
of Ruſſia, it is beyond all Doubt, that the Liberties of 
Poland had been utterly deſtroy'd: And as it cannot be, 
but Staniſlaus muſt be linked with Foreign Intereſts, the 
Neighbours of the Republick cannot help making their 
Reflections upon it; and it is eaſy even for the Polan- 
ders to judge, that his Election would be detrimental to 
them, and into what a Labyrinth they would plunge 
themſelves and their Country, ſhould they give the 
Crown to Staniſlaus, or to any Prince of the Houſe of 
Bourbon, grounded upon the ſame Principles. 

The Empreſs, as well as her Predeceſſors of Glorious 
Memory, has ſeveral Times declared, that ſhe could not 
diſſemble, nor conſent that the ſaid Staniſlaus, or any 
one dependent on the Crown of France, ſhould reign in 
Poland. All the Neighbours of Poland, and namely the 
Emperor, and the King of Pruſia, cannot ſuffer it. It 
would be contrary to the ſincere Intentions of the Em- 
preſs, and of thoſe Powers, if they ſhould be forced, in 
ſpite of their Teeth, to oppoſe it; which, neverthe- 
leſs, muſt certainly be the Caſe, as well for the Good of 
the Republick, as for the eſſential Intereſt of the ſaid 
Powers, whatever may be the Conſequences. 

The Republick has nothing to fear from her Neigh- 
bours : Not one of them deſires to take from her an Inch 


of Ground; and if any of them had a Deſign againſt 
her, the Empreſs would powerfnily oppoſe them. It is 


eaſy for any Perſon to apprehend, that thoſe Powers have 
no Inclination to ſuppreſs the Polih Liberties, becauſe 
they have a very great Intereſt in the Preſervation of 
the Republick : And conſequently, when the Repub- 
lick, excluding Staniſlaus, and all the other Candidates 
who are Creatures of the Crown of France, ſhall have 
choſen a King, who being linked with no Foreign Inte- 
reſt, chuſes to live amicably, quietly, and in good Har- 
mony with her Neighbours, ſhe will then be arriv'd at 
the higheſt Pitch of Happineſs and Proſperity. 

In like Manner, as the Empreſs is certainly perſu1- 
ded, that the Great Dutchy of Lithuania is not of a 
contrary Sentiment, neither will ſaffer itſelf to be ſe- 
duced by the FaRtions; ſhe promiſes that ſhe will de- 
fend it againſt all Manner of Inconveniencies: But if 
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the Great Dutchy were of a contrary Sentiment, ſhe 
would be obliged to take other Meaſures, which were 


likewiſe to be fear'd on the Part of the other Neigh- 
bours. | 


The Anſwer of the States of Lithuania. 


E return the Czarina Thanks for her Compli- 
ment of Condolence upon the Death of our 


King. Mean Time, with thoſe who know nothing of 


the ſecret Defigns of that Court, this may paſs as a 


Token of Regard ; but ſuch as are acquainted with the 
Affairs of State, know It to be a mere Fetch of Policy: 


For it is well known, that our King of Glorious Me- 
mory, try'd all Manner of Ways, and made it his prin- 
cipal Care, to eſtabliſh a ſtrict Alliance with the Ruſſian 


Court, but was never able to effect it, eſpecially under 


the preſent Government. 
We deſire nothing more ſincerely, than to live in 


Friendſhip with our Neighbours; and this Sentiment 


would render the affeQionate Expreſſions of the Czarina 
very valuable and agreeable to us, if the Conſequences 
thereof did not appear to us to be fatal, as tending to 
the Subverſion of our State. wn 

Under what Title or Pretence ſoever the Czarina offers 
to meddle with our Election, we may juſtly preſume, 
that ſhe has a Mind to take away the Freedom of it. 
The Poli/h Nation, having long ſince undergone dif- 
ferent Revolutions, ſome happy, ſome unhappy, has 
no Need of Foreign Advice how to behave in the preſent 
Conjuncture, when every private Man ought to know 
what will be for the Advantage or Detriment of his 
Country. 

The Kuſfiay Court calls to our Remembrance the Suc- 
cours they ſent us for the Preſervation of our Libertics. 
We are ſenſible how dear they coſt us, when we recollett 
that it was by the Means of thoſe very Succours, that 
the Ruſſians reaped all the Advantages, and the Glory, 
with which they plume themſelves at this Day; and 
that the Quartering of their Troops for ſeveral Years 
was an irreparable Loſs and Damage to us. 

It is not, therefore, for our Conveniency, to accept 
of thoſe offer'd to us in our preſent Circumſtances 3 


which are the more liable to Suſpicion, becauſe that 


Court has not fulfill'd any of the Treaties between us; 
and at the ſame Time that they offer us Succours for the 
Maintenance 
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Maintenance of our Liberty, they would manifeſtly 
pluck it up by the very Root, by taking upon them to 
give Exclufionsz a Thing never heard of till now in 
our Republick. | | 

Upon the Death of Peter II. neither Poland nor the 
Great Dutchy of Lithuania, concetned themſelves with 
the Ruſſian Election, upon this Principle, That it is juſt 
to leave every Nation in the full Enjoyment of that 
Liberty which it has acquired. The Czarina herſelf 
aſcended the Throne contrary to the Difpoſitions of her 
Predeceſſors, and to the Law of Nature, which ſeemed 
to favour other Perſons, Nevertheleſs, our King ſent 
to make her a Compliment, and offer'd her the Rib- 
band of his Order, to convince her of his SatisfaRion, 
and of his 'Defire to live in the ſtricteſt Alliance with 
her, Upon the ſame Principle, it is juſt that the Cza- 
rina ſhould leave us at full Liberty to do every Thing 
that to us appears uſeful, advantageous, or convenient, 
in our preſent Circumſtances. | 

If we were chargeable with a Breach of Treaty on our 
Part, the Czarina might juſtly lay her Pretenſions be- 
fore us, maintain and defend them; but that is not the 
preſent Caſe : She muſt therefore mean, by her Exchr- 
fions and her Menaces, to give us to underſtand, that 
ſhe is as much Miſtreſs over us, as perhaps ſhe may be 
in Muſcovy, : 
This is what concerns us all to let her know, that we 
form a free Nation, and that we were never ſubjected to 
any one; and the Excluſion which ſhe pretends to give 
to King Sraniſtaus, to prevent his remounting the Throne, 
ought to ſerve as a preſſing Motive to us to chuſe him, 
even tho' we were not inclined to that Elcction, to de- 
prive the Foreign Princes of all Hopes of eſtabliſhing 
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any Degree of Authority over us. 


If the Emperor, who acknowledges the Sovereign 
Pontiff to be Head, and has been uſed to give Exclu- 
fions to Cardinals in the Conclave, had obſerved the 
fame Conduct with Regard to us, as the Czarina in the 
preſent Caſe, out of his Deſire to fee our Kings elected 
in the ſame Form as the Popes; ſuch a Step in him 
would have been more juſtifiable, tho* it ought to be 
abſolutely rejected. But the Czarina, who does not 
acknowlege the Sovereign Pontiff to be viſible Head, 
who knows not what a Conclave means, ought likewiſe 
to be a Stranger to the Word Excluſion ; But it does noe 
FANS | . at 
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at all ſuit us to be ignorant, that we ought nut to take 
one of any Sort at her Hands, 

The Reaſons given in the Name of the Czarina, for 
the Exclufion of King Staniſlaus, could not 'ſurely be 
dictated dy a Ruſſian Miniſter 3; for he muſt needs know, 
that Peter the Great, taking Offence at a Treaty which 
King Auguſtus bad made with the Queen of Sweden, had 


a mind to dethrone him again, and to reſtore King Sta- 


niſlaus to the Throne; offering him an Army of zo, ooo 
Men, and as much 'Money as would be neceſſary for 
pporting him. But that generous Prince, always full 
Love to his Country, preferr'd the Condition of 2 
Private Life, to the Glory of reigning at the Spence 
of the publick Calamities of the Polanders, 

T he Miniſters of Kuffia ought alſo to call to mind the 
Treaties made at Prutk, and to diſcharge their Obliga- 
tions to the Republick, before they deal in Menaces. 
Let them net concern themſelves with the Affairs of 
Courland, nor with our Election, and we ſhall never 
enquire whom the Czarina defigns for her Succeſſor : 
This is the ſureſt, the moſt ſubſtantial Way to ſettle a 
good Underſtanding between them and any King we 
thall chuſe. 

For the reſt, we ought not greatly to be ſurpriſed 

Neither, that ſuch ProjeAs ſhould be propoſed to us on 
the Part of the Court of Au%a - The Miniſtry there is 
made up of Germans, who mind no ather Intereſt but 
that of the Perſons who pry them their Salzrics, or that 
of the Prince whoſe Vaffzls they originally were ; and 
as they lead the Czerina and the Aſa/covites inſenfibly 
to obſerve their Laws, ang to embrace their M=xims, 
they would tain ſet up the ſame Empire over us; «nd 
It is in this Spirit, that they labour to curtsil our Li- 
bertv, that they may in Time utterly Ceftroy it: But 
dy the At lance of the Almighty, if we can but unite, 
we ſhall be able to witkfiand all the Menaces, 2nd 41 
the Eftorts of thaſe who pretend to deprive us of ſo vis - 
luadle « Bleſing, which we ought to defend and pre- 
ferve, as the old Romas did, at the Peril of our Lives 
and Fortunes.

| HE firſt publick Step we find taken by this Court, 
If on the Polit Affairs, was on the 17th of March,

© Republick : In which Caſe his Majeſty conceives he 
© cannot make better Uſe of the Power with which 
© God has intruſted him, than to Hinder any other 
© Power's taking Advantage from its ſuperior Force to 
© oppreſs a Free People, and reſtrain them in an Affair 
© which ought ſolely to depend on their own unanimous 
© Conſent,” *Twas obſerv'd that his Majeſty, to give 
no Room for Reflection on his Conduct, made not the 
leaſt Mention of King Staniſlaus throughout his Decla- 
ration, only took proper Notice of the Imperial Camp 
in Sileſia, Twas no ſooner drawn up, but Duplicates 
thereof were deliver'd to all the Foreign Miniſters, and 
Couriers diſpatch'd away to the reſpective Courts, with 
Inſtructions to the French Minifters, to preſs for a ſpeed y 
and definitive Anſwer.

and limited by the Law, will always be the ſtrongeſt 
Support, and the ſureſt Prateftor. of that Liberty, and 
of the publick Tranquility; and withall, the moſt 
powerful Defender, according to his Engagements of 
the Patta Conventa, Conventions and Agreements, which 
Have ſubſiſted almoſt two Centuries between the Moſt 
Serene Houſe Auſtria and the Kings and Republick of 
Poland, againſt all thoſe who, without Regard to the 
ſaid Engagements, ſhall offer to break in upon that Li- 
berty, thoſe Laws and Conſtitutions, which his Impe- 
rial Majeſty has very much at Heart. Wherefore, the 
Imperial Miniſters, far from following the Example of 
thoſe who endeavour to limit the Suffrages of a Free 
Nation to the narrow Bounds of one ſingle Perſon, have 


declared from the very Beginning of the Inter- regnum, 


that the Moſt Serene Emperor would never ſuffer any 
Methods whatſoever to be employ'd, which did not 
quadrate with the Rights of a Free EleQtion, and with 
the Laws and Conſtitutions of the Kingdom, but might 
diſturb the Publick Tranquility; and his Imperial Ma- 
jeſty is ſo far from entertaining a Thought of breaking 
in upon or curtailing that Liberty, that he ihould not 
even approve of the Choice of a Candidate that is 
agreeable to him by any other Means than what are 
conſiſtent with the Rights of a Free Eled ion, and the 
Confiitutions of the Kingdom. | 

Theſe are the Moſt Serene Emperor's real Sentiments, 
and his conſtant Reſolution ; and in Regard the Powers 
in Friendſhip and Alliance with him are in the ſame 
Way of Thinking, it could not but be very ſurprizing, 
and contrary to all ExpeRtation., to ſee a Declaration, 
full of Reproaches, couch'd in very unbecoming Terws, 
and made with an Affectation not at all ſuitable to the 
Imperial Dignity : Reproaches which belong by a much 
better Right to thoſe who act by Methods and Maxims 
directly contrary to the Sentiments above mention'd. 
And whereas a Declaration has been made to the Impe- 
rial Miniſter in France, that the King could not look 
upon the aſſembling of a Body of Imperial Troops in 
Silefia, otherwiſe than as a formal Deſign to ſtrike at the 
Freedom of Elec jon in Poland; his Imperial Majeſty 
declares, that being Sovereign and abſolute Maſter in 
his own Kingdoms and Hereditary Countries, 45 - 
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obliged to gi ve an Account to any Perſon, of the March 
and Encampment of his Troops in Sileſia ; but that 
Equity, which is the conſtant Rule of all his ARions, 
whether publick or private, will not leave any Doubr 
remaining as to his Views ; and that on this, as well 
as on all other Occaſions, that Moſt Serene Prince will 
ſhew as true Faith, Reaſon, and Juſtice in what con- 
cerns the Rights of others, as Courage and Firmneſs in 
defending his own Intereſts, and thoſe of his Allies. 


Several Councils were held to conſider on the Imperial 
Anſwer, which the Court appear'd no Ways ſatisfy'd 
with. At length Cardinal de Fleuri gave M. Waſner, Im- 
perial Secretary of the Embaſſy, the following Reply to 
the Emperor's Counter Declaration, by Word of Mouth: 
* Firſt, That the Emperor ſeemed to affect believing 
© the Moft Chriſtian King found Fault with the March 
© of his Troops into Silefia 3 which was a Miſtake, his 
© Majeſty having done the ſame Thing on the Frontiers 
© of his Dominions, and was far from blaming in another 
© what he did himſelf. 2d. That the Charge of Inde- 
* cency lay at their Door who ſuggeſted it, and made 
© an Handle of it; and that ſuch Terms were not to be 
made Uſe of between Sovereigns, 34. That his Moſt 
* Chriſtian Majeſty was very glad to find the Emperor. 
* did not intend to permit any Violence to be offer'd 
* to the Freedom # Suffrages in Poland, but on the 

contrary to defend it; becauſe he fo far conformed to 
* the Intentions of the Moſt Chriſtian King, who would 
not diſcontinue the Meaſures he was taking for that 
* Purpoſe.” In Token whereof, Orders were tenew'd 
for the marching of Troops to the Rhine and the Moſelle, 
and other Warlike Preparations carry'd on with the 
utmoſt Vigour. 

On the igth of Auguſt, the Duke of Berwick arriv'd 
at Metz, and immediately held a Council of War, at 
which the Count de Belle Iſle, and all the other General 
Officers aflified, to concert Meaſures for entring Germany, 
in caſe the Imperialiſts in Silefia decamp'd for Poland. 

On the 224, King Staniſlaus ſet out for Poland. The 
artful contrivance made Uſe of to diſguiſe his Journey, 
was executed in the following Manner. His Majeſty, 
having taken Leave of the Children of France at Meudon, 
vent away with M. Dandelot, and a few Attendants, for | 
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the Duke of Main's at Sceaux, where he ſtaid about half 
an Hour: Here began the Myſtery of his Journey. 

The King ſeem'd at firſt to be going to Chambord, 
bat after a little Way, and as it were by Reflection, he 
order'd his Conductor to drive him to Berney to ſee the 
Cardinal de Biſy. Every Thing was diſpoſed here to 
render the King's Journey and all his Actions impe- 
netrable ; for as ſoon. as he alighted, the Comman- 
der of Thiange, - whoſe Arrival preceded that of the 
King's, prepared to take the Part of Royalty upon him; 
for this Purpoſe, he dreſs'd himſelf in a ſuitable Habit, 
Put on the Blue Ribband, and with a myſterious kind 
of Air gets into the King's Chaiſe. The Attendants 
raking him for his Majeſty, at leaſt acknowledging him 
for ſuch, condut him the Road for Bretaigne. Being 
arrived at Bret, M. Thiange ordered Notice immediately 
to be given of it, acting the Part of King Staniſlaus - 
The Cannon were fir'd both by Sea and Land, and at 
Night he embark'd, as has been already known. As 
foon as the Wind permitted, the Fleet made Sail for 
Dantzick ;, and this Feint ſo well.ſucceeded, that every 
Body believed the King to be on Board, even the Off- 
cers and Sailors, that made up the Crews of the Ships. 

We come now to the next Scene, wherein the King 
appears ina plain courſe Cloth Suit, and a ſhort black 
Peruke. M. Dandelot put himſelf in a little neater 
Dreſs of the two, and getting both into a bad Chaiſe, 
very dirty with Poſt Horſes, they went away, it being 
then Night, taking the Road to Metz.; M. Dandelot 
plav'd the Part of a Merchant, and the King was a 
Servant entruſted with his Affairs; and thus the Come- 
dy went on. But it was too great a Riſque to travel 
through Germany with a French Chaiſe, and therefore, 
on the Frontiers of the Empire, it became neceſſary to 
Hange the Voiture, at leaſt it was a good Precaution. 
Accordingly, at the firſt Town they came to in Ger- 
many, M. Dandelot, the Merchant, pretends to be very 
much fatigu'd with his bad Chaiſe, and not being able 
to ride on Horſeback, had Occaſion for a German Chaiſe. 
The Landlord of the Inn went up and down about the 
Town, and at length finds out one that ſeemed likely 
to do the Buſineſs; he acquaints M. Dandelot of the 


Affair, and he immediately orders his Servant, King 


Staniftaus, to go look at it, and ask the Price. In ſhort, 
having rendred an Account to his Maſter, the King 
bought and paid for it. This Agquiſition, as one 8

think; was luckily made; but a Thing of this Conſe- 
quence was not left to the Work of Chance, for the Chaiſe 
was prepared for this Occaſion, it having been left there 
by a Perſon who ſeemed, to have no more Need of it, 
and order'd it to be ſold to the firſt Chap that offer'd 

himſelf. In this Equipage they made the Rout of Ger- 
many without any Difficulty, M. Dandelot as a Merchant, 
and the King as a Servant in whom he confided, his 
Majeſty rendering him all the Services throughout the 


Journey, which might be required from a Perſon in 


the like Place, as bargaining, paying, . 
When they came to the Gates of Berlin, they were 
ſtopp'd by the Guard, becauſe of five Perſons that ac-

company d them. The Officer examined them as to 


their Profeſſions, the Place from hence they came, 
whither they were going, and why they travelled with 
ſuch a Number of Perſons. Our Travellers anſwer'd, 
That they were Merchants of Warſaw. and that they 
had been in France and Germany, upon the Buſineſs of 
their Commerce, and Were now returning home; that, 
as to the five Perſons, they knew nothing of them; 
they had join'd them but a few Hours ago upon the 
Road, and as they were going to Warſaw, they were 
making the Journey together. The Officer having asked 
them for their - Paſſports; the King drew out of his 
Pocket a large Caſe, filled with Letters and Invoices, 
and from thence took out the Paſſport, and gave it the 
Officer, - which; having examin'd, he returned to the 
King, and fo let them paſs. 4 5 * 
Being arriv'd at Franc furt upon the Oder, the Mer- 
chant and Servant pretend to be much fatigued, ſo much 
that they could not purſue their Journey in ſuch a hard 
jolting Chaiſe ; the King therefore was order'd by his 
Maſter to ſeek for an caſter Voiture in the Town, along 
with, the Landlord of the Houſe z but their Enquiry 
was to no Purpoſe. The Landlord, perceiving the Diffi- 

culty the Merchant was in as to a more convenient Way 
of travelling, told him, that there was a Coach in thc 
Houſe, but it - belonged to a young Stranger of Quality, 
wha had been there three or four Days, accompany'd 
by an Eccleſiaſtick, and he was juſt now ſetting out for 
Warſaw. This Stranger was the Nephew of the Mar- 
queſs de Monti; who had been ſent to Francfort, with a 
Canon of Craccvia, his Governor, under the Pretext of 
travelling "till the Time of Election drew near; but in 
Reality, to wait their for the King, The young Stran- 
1 | L ger 
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= ung the Canon had ſent to enquire if a Merchunt ot of 


ar ſaw was not arriv'd in Town, with Merchandize 
bought for the Embaſſador, and appear'd a little uneaſy 
that he could not hear of him. The Landlord then told 
them, that a Chaiſe was juſt come in with two Men 
very much tired, and perhaps (ſaid ke) they may be 
the Perſons enquir'd after. The Landlord waz ordered 
to inform himſelf from whence they came, and whither 
they were going. The King and M. Dandelot ſaid, they 
were Merchants, that had been buying Goods, and were 
returning to Warſaw, The young Stranger in a Mo- 
ment ſent to invite them into his Room, and asking 
their Names, M. Dandelot told him, and then all their 
Inquietudes ceaſed. The young Stranger asked the Mer- 
chant, if he had bought the Goods his Uncle expected; 
he faid, they were coming behind in two Carts, and 


then the King prefented him with the Invoices ; but 


M. Dandelot acquainted him with the Im poſſibi lity of 
continuing his Journey in the Voiture he came iti, 
which retarded his Arrival, and the Accounts he wat 
to give the Embaſſador. The young Stranger made no 
Difficulty of offering him « Place in his Equipage, and 
told him he was diſpoſed to depart immediately, for 
they were juft going to put the Horſes to the Coach 
but the Merchant' — — that his Servant 
was no Jeſs fatigued than himfelſ, and that he muſt ab- 
lutel accompany him, having all his Affairs in his 
Hands; whereupon, in Reſpet᷑t :#& the Merchant, a ſe- 
cond Place was granted in Favoyr of the King. 

They immediately departed for War /a-w, and arvived 
there without Obſtacle on the 8th of September, 1733. 
All the Equipage alighted at the Marqueſs de Monti's 


HFouſe, who, after a ſhort Conference with the King, 


went and acquainted the Primate of his Majeſty's Arri- 
val. They confulted fome Time together, reſolv'd up- 
on what follow'd, and the King remained private till 
the 11th, without the leaſt Breath of a Difcovery in 
War ſaw. 

In the mean Time, the French Fleet made the beſt of 
their Way to Copenhagen, where they lay 'till the 19th 
of September, during which Time all but the chief 
Officers imagined they had King Staniſlaus on Board; 
but on the 19th, the Count de Plele, the French Em- 
baſſador at that Place, receiv'd « Courier from the Mar- 


 queſs de Monti, the French E mbaffador at Warſaw, with 


the News of King Staniſlaus's Arrival, and of his *

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been elected King of Poland; upon which, there were 
great Rejoicings on Board the Fleet, and then the Che- 
valier de Thiange abdicated his Royalty, and ſet out for 
Hamburgh, On the 13th of October, the Fleet ſail'd 
from Copenhagen, re paſs'd the Soand the 19th, and ar- 
riv'd at Dunkirk the 24th. | | 
About the ſame Time King Staniſlars left the French 
Court, News came of a Treaty concluded between France, 
Spain, and Sardinia. | Ys Bos 
About the 10th of October, the Storm which had been 
long gathering, began to break forth, the King's Mani- 
fefto being communicated to Foreign Courts, as follows,

Motives of the Moſt Chriſtian King's Reſolutions. 


CINCE the King's Acceſſion to the Crown, he has 
conſtantly given ſuch glaring Proofs of his Mode- 
ration and Love of Peace, that he might perhaps be 
charged with having carry'd them too far. However, 
he preferred the Quief and Happineſs of his Peo- 
ple, to the fatal Ambition of extending. the Limits of 
his Empire : But Moderation has its Bounds, as well 
as the other Virtues; and Europe might ſtill have en- 
joy'd a profound Tranquility, had not the Enemies of 
France forc'd his Majeſty to take Arms, to defend the 
Dignity of his Crown, the Glory of the French Nation, 
and the Honour and Liberty of Poland. 1 gb in 
From the Time that the Throne of Poland became 
vacant, the King has ſhewn.a conſtant Regard for the 
Poliſh Liberty; he has exatted nothing from a Free 
People, the ſole Arbiters of their Fate : The Republick 
herſelf implor'd his Aſſiſtance; ſhe puſh'd her Intreaties 
in Proportion as her Alarms grew upon her, and as ſhe 
tound herſelf encompaſs'd with hoſtile Armies; the 
ſought, in his, Majeſty's Juſtice and Power, a Refuge 
always open to Powers threaten'd with Oppreſſion. The 
King, treading in the Steps of his. Anceſtors; aſſured 
Poland of his ProteQion ; he declared this to all the 
Sovereigus, but in the moſt cautious Terms, and with a 
Moderation worthy of great Princes: He did, in ſhort, 
let the Court of Vienna know, from the very Beginning, 
the only Way to prevent Diſturbances in Europe; and 
all the Steps he has ſince taken, are ſo many illuſtrious 
Monuments of his Cate for the Preſervation of the 
Publick Tranquility, 4 
_ | d [5H 
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Vet, notwithſtanding this prudent ConduR, the Court 
of Vienna could not forbear exclaiming againſt a Prince 
born in the Boſum of Poland. and attached to the King 
by the ſtricteſt Bands. That Court, elate with the Suc- 
ceſs of ſo many former Meaſures, which proved favour. 
able to its particular Views, did, in Anſwer to his Ma- 
jeſty's Declaration, launch out into the moſt opprobrious 
Expreſſions, ſuch as ought never to be heard among 
Princes, who are render'd equal by the Scepters they 
ſway. The King did not exceed the Bounds preſcribed 
to him by Wiſdom 3 he made no Haſte to take the Re. 
venge, which an Affront, now become perſonal to him, 
required; and if the neceſſary Preparations proclaim'd 
His juſt Reſentment, he ſuſpended the Effects of it to 
the Jaſt Moment that it was poſſible for him to preſerve | 
the Peace, without wounding the Dignity of his Crown, 
and the Honour of his Blood. | 

Can any one doubt, that the Emperor's perſonal In-: 
tereſt directed his Meaſures, and determin'd him to 


enter into Engagements to diſpoſe of a Crown that is 


independent on the Empire, even before it became va- 
cant? He pretended equally to exclude King Staniſlaus, ® 
only becauſe of his Alliance with France; and the Elec- 
tor of Saxony, becauſe he then ſeemed to have Intereſts 
- oppoſite to thoſe of the Houſe of Auſtria. The Death 
of King Auguſtus gave Birth to new Projects; that E- 
lector went haſtily into alk the Emperor's Views, and 
from that Time ceaſed to deſerve the Excluſion which 
that Prince and the Czarina had given him. That Ex- 
cluſion has been taken off; the Elector of Saxony is pro- 
miſed by a new Treaty, to be raiſed to the Throne of 
Poland; and the Enemy's Troops are drawn nearer to 

the Republick, to force her to ſubſcribe to theſe Diſpo- 

Ait ions. ; | 

The Polanders thought it eſſential to their Liberty, 
to exclude all Foreign Princes from their Throne which 
was vacant : This Exclufion was pronounced by the 
Dyet of Convocation ; and it appeared ſo neceffary, 
that it was confirmed by a ſolemn Oath. The Court 
of Vienna would fain have removed this Barrier; it try'd 
all Manner of Ways to procure an Abſolution from that 
Oath, as if the unbounded Views and Intereſts of the 
Houſe of Aufiria ought to be the Teſt of an Engagement 
conſecrated by Religion. | 

The Emperor redoubled his Efforts ; he had declared, 


© That he would never permit Staniſlaus to remount the 
1 © Throne 
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© Throne, under Pretence of his former Election, or 
© upon any other Account whatſoever.” His Miniſlers 
to the Republick acted in a perfe& Intelligence with 
thoſe of Saxony and Muſcovy 3; they even boaſted of their 
Union, and made a pompous Declaration of it at Var. 
aw. 

All their Declarations were made in the ſame Spirit; 
the ſame Inſults upon the King of Poland, the ſame 
Domineering over the Republicks the Menaces, the 
Intrigues, the moſt ſcandalous Inventions, the Marches 
of their Troops ; all theſe were done in Concert, they 
were all made the common Caufe. During the Time 
of the Election, the Miniſters of Saxony and Muſcovy 
retir'd to the Imperial Embaſſador's Houſe z and that 
no Doubt might remain concerning their Unian, but 
that the Republick aſſembled might ſee the Fetters pre- 
pared for them, the Emperor's Miniſter joined that of 
Muſ:ovy in publickly notifying to the Primate, the En- 
trance of the Muſcovites into Poland. 

Could the Court of Vienna think of impofing upon all 
Europe, and flatter itſelf with diſſipating. the gathering 
Storm, by ſuſpending the March of its Troops into 
Poland, at the very Time that it determin'd the Muſco- 
vites to make an Irruption there ? It did not doubt, but 
the Arms of the Muſcovites were ſufficient to intimidate 
and enſla ve the Polanders; but ſuppoſing the contrary, 
were not the Imferial and Saxon Troops ſtill upon the 
Frontiers of Poland, ready to march in and ſupport 
their Violences ? 

By all theſe Marks, it is eaſy to find out the Aggreſſor. 
The Treaties by which the Emperor took upon him, 
like an abſolute Maſter, to diſpoſe of the Crown of Po- 
land; the Exclufion which he labour'd, without Au- 
thority, and without Power, to give to a Prince whoſe 


| Virtues render him worthy of a Throne; the Aſſuran- 


ces given to the EleQor of Saxony in Return for his 
Compliances; the March of the Imperial Troops in 
Concert with thoſe of Saxony and Muſcovy z the Hoſtili- 
ties committed by the Muſcovites even during the Time 
of the Election, to ſecure the Execution of the Empe- 
ror's Projects by Force of Arms; thiſe Hoſtilities ap- 
proved, and even proclaimed by his Miniſter ; ſurely 
this Conduct will ever remain a publick Teſtimony, 
that That Prince is the only Author of the War ; that 
he has forced the King to take Arms, by the Outrage 
offer'd to his Majeſty, and by the Violences exerciſed 
b | Ls E 2 either 
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either by him, or by his Conſent, againſt the Republick 
of Poland. 

If all theſe Efforts were to no Purpoſe during the | 
Time of the Election, the King and the Kingdom of | 
Poland are beholen for it only to him to whom alone it 
appertains to diſpoſe of Crowns, and in whoſe Hands 

re the Hearts of the People, as well as thoſe of the 
Kings. The Courage of the Polanders ſet them free 
from the Slavery into which the Court of Vienna would 
have precipitated them; but the King can call none but 
the Emperor to anſwer for his Oppoſition to the Re. 
eſtabliſhment of the King of Poland; for his injurious Z 
Declarations diſperſed all over Europe by the Enemies 
he bas raiſed up againſt France and Foland, who defired 
nothing but Peace and Liberty; for the Counſel he 
gave to the Court of Ruſſia; for the Hopes with which 
he ſlatter'd that of Saxony ; and laflly, for all the Ef. 
forts he lil] makes, to ſupport his firſt Projects. 

In vain does the Court of Vienna think to conceal its 
Intrigues from the Eyes of Europe; its Counſels, its 
Principles, its indecent Expreſſions, its Deſigns are | 
every where known to be form'd againſt the Liberty of 
Poland. 

The venerable Prince againſt whom the Emperor thus 
Nickles, is the ſame in whom moſt of the Sovereigns of 
Europe, and particularly the Emperor Joſeph, formerly 
recognized the Sacred Character of Royalty: The Al- 
liance which King Staniſlaus had contracted with the 
King, has changed the Diſpoſitions and the Language of 
the Court of Vienna That Prince is ever fince become, 
as the Allies expreſs it, a Citizen proſcribed by his Coun- 
try. This Variation would have appeared very ſurpri- 
fing, if the Ground of it were not diſcerned in the Pro- 
ject which the Emperor has formed, to affront his Ma- 
jeſty in the Perſon of a Prince who | is dear to him, and 
to render himſelf the diſpoſer of Crowns. 

The Republick of Poland has no Prerogative fo valu- 
able, as that of diſpoſing of her Throne ; it is the 
moſt ſhining Attribute of her Liberty, for the Preſer- 
vation of which, ſhe has ſo often ſpilt her Blood. The 
Emperor refol ved to have a Stroke at it; he did not 
Rick to point out both the Prince that he had a Mind 
to exclude, and him that he had a Mind to raiſe to 
the Throne; he has undertaken, without Authority, 
to pronounce concerning what was done within Doors 
by the  Regublick, in Relation to the former * 
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of the King of Poland: Like a Supreme Legiſlator, he 
has decided what Laws ſhould be continu'd in Poland, 
and pronounced upon the Foundation of that Liberty 
which he is endeavouring to ſubvert. The only Re- 
gard he has ſhewn her, has been by diſguiſing his En- 
terprizes upon the Appearance of a falacious Protection, 
that under the Mask of a pretended Treaty haſtily 
brought forth amidſt the Tumult of Arms, which the 
Republick, when ſhe came to herſelf, did n.t think her- 
ſelf obliged to obſerve. | 

The Emperor and the Czarina have always expreſſed 
themſelves to the Republick, in the Stile uſed to tribu- 
tary Kingdoms, or to a conquer'd Nation ; and their 
Menaces have been accompany'd with the March of 
their Troops to the very Frontiers: The Muſcovite Ar- 
my enter*d Poland, in order to fulkl their Engagements 
with the Emperor, at the very Time of the Election, 
in the View, and with the Deſign to drown the Laws 
and Suffrages of the Republick with the Din of Arms. 

Nevertheleſs, the Poli/h Nation deliberated concerns 
ing the Election of their King, with that Tranquility 


Which Juſtice alone can inſpire in the midſt of Dangers. 


The Vows of the Republick had anticipated the King 
of Poland's Return; his Preſence united their Minds; 
the Field of Election rang with one unanimous Voice in 
his Favour ; and their Deliberations were carry'd thro? 
with an Unanimity not to be parallell'd in the Annals 
of Poland. | 

This Unanimity ought to have impoſed an everlaſt- 
ing Silence upon their Enemies, becauſe it proclaimed 
the Will of the Ruler of Kings; and yet it is the very 
Thing that determines them to run all Lengths. Their 


Violence is carry'd to the higheſt Pitch; the Muſcovite 


Army, by Concert of the Allies, is advancing towards 
Warſaw , and the Troops of the Emperor and the Elec- 
tor of Saxony are ready to. march the ſame Way, if the 
Muſcovites are not capable to cruſh a Free People, who 
claim their moſt undoubted Rights, and the glorious 
Uſe of their Liberty. BD 
Let the Courts of Vienna and Ruſſia ceafe therefore to 
uſurp the auguſt Title of Proteftors of Poland But 
does that Title give them a Right to open and ſhut the 
arriers which defend the Acceſs to the vacant Throne ? 
It is not, ſurely, by extinguiſhing the Rights of a Na- 
Tien, that Men merit the Name of its Protectors; but 
dy defending it againſt thoſe who would oppoſe it. The 
„ SER 
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King ſet the Emperor an Example herein; he is not 
afraid to call the Republick herſelf,” and all Euro pe, to 
witneſs it. Though his Majeſty ought to wiſh the Re- 
eſtabliſhment of a Prince, whom France received in his 
Misfor tunes, and who is ally'd to him by the moſt Sa. 
cred Bands ; yet he delired nothing of the Polanders, 
being perſuaded that the Poli Nation had the only 
Right to recall a Prince whom the Calamities of the 
Times had long ſeparated from it, His Majeſty's Let- 
ters to the Primate, of the 6th of July, breathes nothing 
but -Juftice and Peace; Europe will there ſee the Up- 
rightneſs of the King's Intentions ; it will there ſee 
how far the King has been from inſpiring the King of 
Poland with Sentiments oppoſite to the Interefis of the 
Republick; and that if he has ardently wiſhed the 
Re · eſtabliſnment of that Prince, it was that he might 
 Eoncur with him in the Obſervation of the Treaties 
wherein Poland is concerned, and at the ſame Time 
contribute to the Happineſs and Glory of that Repub- 
lick, and to the Tranquility of the North. 

It is not, therefore, out of any Views of Ambition 
or of Intereſt, that the King has Recourſe to Arms: 
Content with poſſeſſing a flouriſhing Kingdom, and reign- 
ing over a faithful People, his Majeſty does not deſire 
to enlarge the Bounds of his Dominions. In vain does 
the Emperor, to draw the Empire into his Schemes, en- 
deavour to alarm it with the Deſigns which he falſly 
attributes to his Majeſty. The Emperor had a Mind for 
War, which he has made neceſſary, by affronting the 
King, in the Point which ought to be accounted the moſt 
Sacred among Sovereigns; bis Majeſty propoſes to efface 
even the minuteſt Strokes which the Court of Vienna 
could level at him, and to maintain the Honour of 
France, Motives ſo juſt, will heighten yet more the 
Ardour of the French Troops; they are eager to take 
Arms to revenge their King, and to hinder his illuftri- 
ous Allies from crouching under the Forces which the 
Emperor has ſtirred up againſt them. It is the God of 
Hoſts alone, that can give Victory; the King may call 
upon him with Confidence, and hope that his Succeſſes 
will be anſwerable to his Moderation, his Patience, and 
the Purity of his Sentiments. 
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The Maſt Chriſtian King's Declaration to the Electors and 
Princes of the Empire. 


HOUGH the Memorial of the Motives which 
determine the King's Reſolutions, has ſufficiently 
de monſirated to Europe, the Purity of his Majeſty's In- 
tentions; yet at the ſame Time that he orders his 
Troops to paſs the Rhine, he thinks it proper to give 
the Empire a more particular Account of his Senti- 
ments, and the Grounds he goes upon. He is defirous 
to preſerve the Peace with the Germanick Body, and is 
in a Diſpoſition to obſerve the Treaties of Peace with 
them, ſo long as his Majeſty can look upon them as 
Friends. If his Majeſty, by attacking Fort Kell, ſe- 
cures a Paſſage over the Rhine, it is not out of any ill 
Intention againſt the Germanick Body, whoſe Intereſts 
he has on ſeveral Occaſions ſhewn he has at Heart: 
He has no Deſign againſt any of its Members ; but by 
ſecuring a Paſſage over the Rhine, he has a Mind to put 
himſelf in a Capacity to afliſt ſuch of the Princes of 
Germany, as the Emperor ſhall attempt to force to ſerve 
his particular Views, and the Execution of his Pro- 
jets.* He has order'd his Generals, that the Territories 
of thoſe Princes who remain Neuter, and do not ſend 
Forces againſt him, ſhall be treated with the utmoſt 
Care and Attention. His Majeſty, content with what 
he poſſeſſes, and far from defiring to turn the Succeſs 
of his Arms to the Enlargement of his Borders, does not 
ſcruple to declare ſolemnly, that he has it not at all in 
View to make Conqueſis, nor to keep Settlements where- 
in the Safety of the Germanick Territories might be con- 
cern'd : He will only purſue his juſt Reſentment of ſome 
Occafions of Diſcontent, which the Emperor has given 
him in the Face of all Europe. He will omit nothing 
that may convince the Princes of Germany more and more 
dach Day, how deſirous he is to preſerve that good 
nderſtanding with them, which is ſo neceflary and 
convenient between the Guarantee of the Treaties of 
Weſtphalia, and the Members of the Germanick Body.

Emperor's Anſwer to the Motives, &c. 


O ſhew the Inſufficiency of the Motives*publiſh'd 

by France, purely to gloſs over their Meaſures, wt | 
may boldly appeal to the Papers themſelves, which they 
refer to, viz. Her Declaration in March laſt, diſpers'd 
abroad with Affectation, before 'twas known: in this 
Court : Our Anſwer, and the Repreſentation made by 
our Miniſter at Warfaw, to the Primate of Poland: 
Theſe Pieces will ſufficiently ſhew whether the Empe- 
ror was refolv'd on War, whether he has inſulted France, 
or would have diſpoſed of a Crown independent of the 
Empire, and under the Title of Protector, render'd the 
Poles a Tributary and ſubjugated Nation. The impar- 
tial World will not be blinded by Expreſſions artfully 
put together, but void of what ought to give them 
Weight, namely, Truth. The Publick have before now 
wade a Compariſon between the two Declarations, and 
what is ſaid in the Motives will not induce them to find 
in the Emperor's ſuch injurious Terms as are imputed 
to him. How frivolous the ſaid Motives are, will ap- 
pear by a ſimple Relation of what paſs'd with Regard 
to the Election of a King in Poland; wherein no Fact 
ſnall be cited, but what is founded upon publick Evi- 
dence, and avow'd by France itſelf. et. $161! 

Even before the Throne of Poland became vacant, the 
Primate, and many af the moſt illuſtrious Noblemen, 
implor'd the Emperor's and Czarina's Protection, for 
the better ſecuring the Liberum Veto, which was then 
own'd, as the Baſis and Foundation of their Liberty. 
They begg'd us to ſend a Body of Trogps upon the Fron- 
tiers, to be ready to ſuccour the Publick. The Empe- 
ror, according to that peaceful Moderation which ac- 
companies all his Proceedings, would precipitate no- 
thing. At the Approach of the Dyet preceding the 
Death of the late King, they renew'd their Inſtances 3 
upon which, Orders were given to form a Camp in Si- 
tefia, Sure the Emperor, as Sovereign, was accountable 
to no Power for Steps taken in his own Dominions 3 
nor could expect the Camp in Silefia would be alledg' 
by France, as a Reaſon for declaring War againſt him. 
The Death of the late King alter'd the Primate's Senti- 
ments, We do not pretend here to unfold the Motives 


which induced him thereto, they would not certainly 
; | | aun 
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turn to his Honour, to which it is deſigned to have as 
much Regard as poſſible. 

The Court of Vienna did not think fit to alter their 
Meaſures on Account of this-Change ; they were firong- 
ly ſolicited by other Greandees to the contrary. Beſides, 
it has been always uſual to guard the Frontiers in a 
Time of Diſturbance amongtt neighbouring Powers. 
The Emperor, moreover, was obliged to confer there- 
upon with his Allies; this was no Injury to France; 
they were far from ex preſſing any Confidence in her: 
They were too ſenſible of what ſhe had been plotting 
every where ſince the Peace of March the 16th, 1731: 
From that Time, her peaceable Diſpoſitions have va- 
niſh'd ; ſhe has attempted to ſow Differences at ever 
Court. Wherefore the Emperor did not addreſs himſelf 
to her: What then? France had the ſame Liberty to 
confer with her Allies, about what ſhe thought concern'd 
her Intereſts, to laviſh her Gold, and uſe all her Arti- 
fices to ſet again on the Throne of Poland, the Candidats 


that was moſt agreeable to her, provided the made no 


Attempts in Prejudice to the Rights of the Kingdom. 
The Emperor therefore had equal Liberty to uſe all 
Means conſiſtent with a Free Election, in Behalf. of 
that Candidate who ſeemed beſt to ſuit with his Inte- 
reſis, and the Publick Tranquility. Theſe Bounds he 
has never tranſgreſs'd, nor ever enter'd into any Engage- 
ments contrary to the Polih Liberties, as will appear 
by the Tenour of his Declarations, which the Author 
of the Motives takes the Liberty to term injurious, and 
ef which we ſhall therefore give a fair Recital, the Em- 
peror being forced, by the unhandſome Declaration of 
France, to explain himſelf touching the Election in 
Queſtion, made no Scru ple to afirm, That he did not 
pretend to limit the Suffrages of a Free Nation to any 
one Perſon, nor would ſuffer any forcible Means to be 
uſed, though in Behalf of a Candidate that would other- 
{ wiſe be agreeable to him. The ſame Sentiments were 
repeated in a Letter to the Primate of Poland, That the 
utmoſt Wiſhes of the Emperor were to ſee a King elected 
by Free Suffrages, from whom the Republick might 
have no Oppreſſion to ſear, and her Neighbours promiſe 
themſelves a good and peaceful Neighbourhood. This 


paſs'd before the Dyet of Convocation, at which the

Umited Choice of all preſent, who are td concur uni- 
nimouſly in the Eleftion of a Sovereign g yet ſeveral 
Members that oppoſed the Primate's Meaſures, wete 
groſsly abus d, and threaten'd to be thrown out of the 
Windows. At the ſame Time falſe Reports were ſpread 
abroad, that ſeveral Thouſand Turks and Tartays were 
coming to ſettle Staniſlaus on the Throne, great Revo: 
Jutions were in the Emperor's Hereditary Countries, 
and thoſe of the Czarina; in ſhort, nothing was omitted 
to intimidate thoſe who- oppoſed Staniſlats, und wert 
not at Hand to enquire into the Truth of the Stories 
told 'em, in order to ſtrengthen by a ſolemn Oath, the 
Barrier deſigned to be ſet up, not agaihſt the Emperor's 
Intentions, who had not yet enter'd into an Alliance 
with the Elector of Saxony, but againſt the Freedom of 
Suffrages. An Oath, indeed, is Sacred; but an Oath 
extorted, can lay no Obligation on the Conſcience”; and 
this it was determin'd at the Court of Rome, to think | 
the Abſolution which ſome particular Perſons deſired, 
ſuperfluous: But can the fame be ſaid of the Oath taken 
by the Primate, whereby, to infinuate himſelf into Fai 
vour, at the Dyet of Convocation, he voluntarily en: 

aged never to proclaim a King, during a Diviſion j 
and can they, who pretended to ſettle a new Excluſion, 
in Oppoſition to the Liberty of their Countrymen, break 
out into Exclamations, with any Grace, when the ſane 
Countrymen confront them with an Exclufjon long flnce 
eſtabliſned by Law: But the Emperor appeals to no Ex- 
eluſion, nor aſcribes to himſelf an Authority of deci- 
ding what Laws ought to be in Force in Poland. The 
Emperor had no Hand in the Confederacy of Sendomir, 
nor in what a there in 1716 and 1717; as a faithful 
Ally he will always cultivate a Friendſhip with the 
Republick, which is as dear to him as that with the 
Czarina 3 his Engagements with her Czarian Majeſty, 
did not extend ſo far as to exclude Sraxiſlaus, had he been 
freely eletted. The Czarina thought ſhe had Reaſon to 
exclude him, for Motives eſtabliſh'd upon ſolemn Con- 
ventions, and peculiar to herſelf, _ 

Neither France, nor the Emperor, have any Authorli- 
ty to paſs Judgment upon theſe Moti ves; the latter has 
kept within the Boynds above mention'd, upon which, 
France flatter'd herfelf with Hopes of breaking in on 
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the Emperor's good Intelligence with the Czarina ; the 
— Occaſion 1 at that Court, That the Ke 
peror did not ſhew ſufficient Reſolution z That Ruſſia 
would gain no Advantage by his Friendſhip, and would 
be left in her greateſt Thus having declaimed in 
vain at Petersburgh againft the Regard paid to the Em: 
peror, they new impute to him as a Crime, his fri 
Union with the Czarina. We refer ourſelves to the Fo- 
reign Miniſters at the Ruſſian Court, who are ready to 
atteſt the Truth of this; but it were needleſs to ſay 
more of a Caſe which has no Exiſtence. | 
Staniſlaus was neither freely nor unanimouſly elected, 
after ſo many Thouſands had appear'd againſt him; *twas 
not expected, that France would ground the Fuſtice of 
the War they have begun on the pretended Unanimity 
of the Suffrages in his Favour, The Oppreſſion of Li- 
berty by his Adherents, is as evident, as the Want of 
Unanimity at his Election. The Primate himſelf could 
not deny the Violences committed at the Dyet of Con- 
vocation. The Emperor (to whom many of the illu- 
firious Members of the Republick had Recourſe on this 


'Occaſion) could do ne leſs than Order his Embaſſador at 


Warſaw to make proper Repreſentations thereon fo the 


Primate; but theſe had no Effect, he ſtill purſu'd his 


old Courſe ; and as he ufed Violence to his Country- 
Men, he fail'd in Reſpet to the Emperor, and other 


Crowd Heads, in his Univerſalia for holding the Dyet- 


tines preceding the Election. In vain he hoped to im - 
poſe upon the Imperial Court, and blot out the Indig- 
nity of his publick Proceedings, by the profound Re- 
ſpett which he expreſs'4 in a Letter to the Emperor 
ſome time after: The Emperor's Anſwer thereto, tho” 
much more moderate than he deſerv'd, gave him Reaſon 
to believe, the Imperial Court would not be impos'd 


upon by his groſs Artifices. From that Time he grew 


worſe, and went ſometimes ſo far, that the Marqueſs de 
Mont? was aſham'd of him. It is notorious after what 
Manner the Saxon Minifters were treated, contrary to 
the Law of Nations. Upon the Evidence of a Prieft, 
who had been excommunicated for his Offences, the 
wert cited before the Tribunal of Captures; their Names 
were inſerted in the Sentence pronounced by this Tri- 
bunal, and the Whole was publickly declared to the 
People, when it was put in Execution by the Hands of 
the Hangman. Such an enormous Way of Procedure is 
unknown even amonglt Nations, and it will be 
| „ an 
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an eternal Blemiſh to the Memory of the Primate. The 
Pope's Nunoio, the Imperial Ambaſſador, the Miniſtert 
of Kuſſia, England, Pruſſia' and Holland, thought them. 
ſelves obliged to make this a Common Cauſe, and de. 
manded Satisfaction for the Outrage done to the ſacred 
Character of Publick Miniſters. As juſt as their Demand 
was, . there was no Way of obtaining it, and it was 
thought ſufficient to get out of the Trouble, by falſifying 
the Precedent Book of the Tribunal of Captures. 

The nearer the Dyetof Election approached, the more 
the Primate and his Adherents ſhew'd it was only by 
Violence they hoped to ſucceed in their Deſign. The 
ſame Spirit appeared in the Dyetines before the EleQion, 
as did, in that of Convocatiun:: In ſhort, when the Dyet 
of EleQiqn came on, they made haſte to finiſh the Work 
they had begun, without troubling themſelves, about 
what the Laws enjoyn'd to make it valid. They ſhut 
their Ears againſt the Proteſts of ſeveral thouſand Mem- 
bers; they would not hear the Propoſals of the Compe- 
titors who might have offered themſelves; the Imperial 
Ambaſſador was refuſed Audience; they were ſenſible 
their Conſciences were not clear enough to proceed to 
the Examination of the Extravagancies committed; no 
Regard was had to the Oppoſition made even in the Field 
of Election; the Cries af the large Retinue, wherewith, 
contrary to the Laws, the Primate cauſed himſelf to be 
attended, in order ta force the Suffrages, ſerved to pte - 
vent their being heard; in ſhort, contrary to the Oath 
taken at the Dyet of *Convocation, and contrary to the 
Sentiments of moſt, even of thoſe who favour'd Staniſlaus, 
but who deplored, yet more, the Misfortunes which 
a Diviſion would bring upon their Country, the Pri- 
mate proceeded on the 12th of Seffpember to his Proclz- 
mation. This is what is called in the French Manifeſto, 
A Tranquillity which Juſtice alone can inſpire in the 
midſt of Dangers; an Unanimity which declared the 
Will of the Maſter of Kings. God, undoubtedly, per- 
mits Evil, but he does not bleſs it; he cannot but hate 
3t. We ought not to uſe his holy Name to colour over 
ſuch Facts as we have cited, ſuch as are grounded upon 
he publick Knowledge, juſtified by the Event, and 
whereof Staniſlaus himſelf has appeared ſenſible. He 
found the Situation of Affairs in Poland very different 
from what he had believed upon the Accounts ſent to 
France. However, Things had been carried on too far to 
admit of going hack. It was gttewpted then, to * 
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Care the free Suffrages of the Oppoſers by Force of Arms. 
*Tis well known, that, according to the Conſtitution of 
Poland, before the Expiration of the Term fixed for the 
Election, every one is at Liberty to perſiſt in, or re- 
tract his Proteſt, and that during this Interval, no Body 
can be moleſted on Account of acknowledging, or not 
acknowledging, a King. But after having gone ſo far as 
to trample under Foot the Poli Liberties, it was not 
thought proper to ſtop in ſuch a fine Road : The impe- 
tuous Temper of the Primate, and his Brother, knew 
how to break through all Obſtacles which the Laws op- 
poſed againſt their Attempts, It was reſolved, there- 
fore, to ſurprize thoſe who were encamped beyond the 
Viſtula, that they might have the more Reaſon to ex- 
aggerate the Unanimity of the Suffrages. But the Plot 
miſcarried, and this new Attempt ſerved only to expoſe 
the more, the Force and the Violences uſed before. They 
were ſenſible what Effet this muſt neceſſarily produce 
in the Nation; and though the Guards of the Crown 
had been employed in this Expedition, they would have 
made the Publick believe, that it was undertaken un- 
known to Staniſlaus; and they ſent back to the Owners, 
all the Baggage that had been ſaved from being plunder'd. 

The. Approach of the Ruſſian Troops chang'd the Face 
of Affairs, but far from abating, ſerv*d-only to augment 
the Outrages committed by the moſt faithful Adherents 
of Staniſlaus, The Entrance of the Ruſſians into Poland 
was ſolicited by a great Number of Poliſh Lords: This 
Fatt may be proved by above Eighty Letters addreſſed to 
the Czarina. . 

Theſe Forces then did not enter Poland againſt the Will 
of the Re publick, but at the earneſt Intreaty of its maſt 
illuſtrious Members; they came as Friends, and not as 
Enemies, to maintain, in their full Vigour, the Polih 
Liberties, and not to deſtroy them. The ſame Intreaties 
were made to the Emperor. He might, without Doubt, 
have given Ear to them without paſling for the Aggreſ- 
for; any more than he could have paſſed for ſuch, if, be- 
fore the Death of the late King, Things had come to 
that Height, that the Primate's Inſtances had taken Place. 
The ſame End, that is to ſay, the Support of the Lize- 


vum Veto, ſubſiſted always, and this End has no Relation 


to Staniſlaus, but ſo far as it has been deſtroyed on his 


Occaſion, and the oppreſſed Poles claim the Protection of 


their Neighbours, that they may not loſe the moſt valu- 


le Pledge that has been tranſmitted down to them by 


I their 
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their Anceſtors. 'Things have not changed their Nature, 
begauſe the Primate hag changed his Sentiments. | 
Be that a8 it will, the Empgror's Troops have not 
touched the Territories of the Republick, and the Com- 
laints of | Frexce are now reduced to the Em peror s not 
having diſſuaded the Czarina ſrom it, and his having ap- 
Proved her Conduct. But without examining whether 
the Czarina would have been of a Humour to be dif- 
ſuaded from jt, what Pretence can France have for making 
War upon the Emperor, becaufe that Prince has not the 
Tame. Thoughts, with Relation. to the Aﬀairs of Poland, 
as the Court of France? Till now, Facts have been al- 
led ged by thoſe Powers who intended to make Wat upon 
others ; At preſent, fimple Sentiments muſt fill up the 
Place, and ſerve to juſtify it. The Emperor, therefore, 
3s not obliged to make an Apology for the Entrance of 
the Rigſian Troops, We are Strangers to the utmoſt Out- 
rages, whereof.they pretend them to have been guilty. 
We know, on the contrary, that theſe Troops have paid 
for all the Prayiſions wherewith they have been ſup- 
Ply'd. We know that their Arrival was impatiently ex. 
pected, and looked upon as the only Remedy that could 
fave the Republick from the Oppreſlion of her own 
Members, who aimed at Exerciſing a Deſpotick-Power 
therein. If the Sentiments of the Nation had been una- 
nimous in Fayour of Sfaniſlaus, why did they attack thoſe 
who were encamped at Praage ? Why did not theſe latter 
give Ear to the Invitations that were made them, at! 
Time when the Ruſſian Troops were fill, at a great Di. 
ſtance ? Why did they go to meet theſe Foreigners? Why 
did they march along with them? Why did they not 
Join the Palatine of 'Kiow? Why did they not follow the 
Courſe the Primate had taken? Or, Why.did-they not 
retire Home ? Who, forced che Oppoſers to act otherwiſe 
In ſhort, can it be ſaid, that there was as little Conſitaint 
in the Field of Election, . £5 there was on the other Side af 
the Viſtula? esu rod: 

Ne vertheleſt, this Turn of Fortune did not, in tht 
leaſt, abate the Violence of - the Palatine of Kiow. H- 
carried it to ſuch a Height, as is not to be parallclled i 
Hiſtory, and which they were far from praQiſing upon 
the Palace of the French Ambaſſador, To ſecure then - 
ſelves from the Violences 'and Inſults, wherewith, col 
trary to the Rights of Nations, the Miniſters of Ruſ 
bnd Saxomy Were threatned, they were forced to retire to 
the Imperial Ambaſſador's. They found there a _ 
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ary which neither could, nor would, have been refuſed 
to the Marquis de Monti, had he been ih the ame Caſe, 
far from depriving thereof the Miniſters of Powers ſo 
firiftly united with that Prince. A new Motive for 
Francs to wage War! The Count de Wel/chetk was within 
4 little of yon a Place of Refuge for himſelf. They 
had no leſs a Delign upon his Palace, and the Perſons 
who had taken Shelter there, than upon the Palaces be- 
fore poſſeſſed by the Minifters of Raſſia and Saxony. The 
ZW vigorous Repreſentations of the Apoſtolical Nuncio pre- 
8 vented this Misfortuhe, bitt have not been able to hinder 
the Palaces of the Miniſters of Ruſſia and Saxony from be- 
ing be ſieged in Form, and the one forced and plunder'd, 
tne other ſurrendered upon Terms: A Scene to which 
Poſterity will with Difficulty give Credit. And theſe 
are the Heroick Exploits, whereby, in the Midfi of Dan- 
gers, the moſt faithful Followers of Staniſlaus have ſig- 
nalized their Courage: But although the Palace of the 
Count de Welſcheck was forced like the others, it was 
blocked up very cloſely. Alkthe Avenues were guarded, 
and all Communication cut off with thoſe that were 
therein. It was at this Time that the Well-diſpoſed pro- 
ceeded on their Side to the Elettion of a new King, with 
the uſual Formalities, and in the very ſame Place where 
heretofore Henry de Valois, Known amongſt the French 
Kings, by the Name of Henry III. was elected. It ap- 
pears that Providence permitted the Outrages of the Pa- 
latine of Kiow, to ſet in a more glaring Light the Inju- 
ſtice of the War that is fomented againſt the Emperor, 
and the dangerous Views of France, which ſhe in vain 
ſirives to conceal from the Eyes of Europe. Scarce was 
Liberty given to the Court de Welſcheck to inform his 
Court what had paſſeil from the 12th of September to the 
iſt of Ollober, but it was never poſkble to get conveyed 
to him the Emperor's Orders upon what had paſſed 
during that Interval. The Couriers that were diſpatch'd 
to him were ſent back to Breſtau; thoſe which he or- 
dered to his Court, were ſtopt by the Way, and ill uſed, 
though ont of them was provided with a Pals from the 
Palatine of Kjow. Mr | 
Theſe enormous Outrages were laid upon Robbers. 
But they were Robbers of an extraordinary Kind, whoſe 
Xlign was only upon the Courier's Diſpatches, and net 
Upon his Money, or his Cloaths. In a Word, all Cem- 
| Munication with him was debarred, both to thofe from 
bis own Court, and the Poles, Neverthelers, 1 4 
2572 
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lays the Blame of all that has happened in Poland upon 
the Emperor; but does ſhe think to impoſe upon all 
Europe, by covering her Deſigns under ſuch a frivoloug 
Pretence ? The Throne. of Polard's being vacant, is but 
an Opportunity, which ſhe lays hold on, to put in Ex. 
ecution the vaſt Deſigns, which ſhe had before laid, and 
for which ſhe had long been making Preparations. Ax 
Jong as France was not recovered from her Loſſes in the 
laſt Wars, ſhe affected to make a Shew of a peaceable 
Diſpoſition ; but without loſing Sight of her favourite 
Defign, to raiſe upon the Ruins of the Auguſt Houſe of 
Auſtria, a Power formidable to all Europe, The extend. 
ing the Bounds of the Kingdom, had drawn upon her 
too many Enemies under the late King, to make Uſe of 
that again. She found qut another that was indeed not 
ſo eaſily diſcovered, but yet was not leſs ſure to obtain 
her Ends, and this ſhe thought it was proper to adhere 
to. ' The Houſe of Auſtria have been uſed to fight for the 
Liberty of Europe, Their Power is a grievous Obſtacle, 
which France will always find in her Way, when fhe has 
a Mind to put her vaſt Deſigns in Execution. To break 
through this Barrier, it was neceſſary either to ſeize on 
Part of the Emperor's. Hereditary Countries, at any 
Price, and by any Means whatever, or to prepare Things 
for their Diſmembring. This was the Motive. which 
induced France, long before the Throne of Poland was va- 
cant, to leave no Stone unturned to ſet aſide the Order of 
Succeſſion, eſtabliſhed in the auguſt Houſe of Auſtria. 
The Emperor with Juſtice might have expected a Re- 
turn from the Guaranties, which he took upon himſelf 
by the Quadruple Alliance, for the Security of the pub- 
lick Tranquility. France, not contented with refuſing, 
during the Congreſs at Soiſſons, ſuch a juſt Return, uſes 
her utmoſt Efforts every where Mainſt a. Settlement, 
whoſe ſole End is to ſecure a laſting Peace in Europe. She 
has the Diviſion of the Emperor's Hereditary States too 
much at Heart, to reſolve upon giving Way to what 
ſeemed to ſecure them from being divided. She knows 
but too well, that having once gained her Point, in 
having again divided among all Thoſe, whom Ambition 
might tempt to defire unjuſily to enlarge their Domi. 
nions, ſo many Kingdoms and States, as are now united 
under one Head, ſhe ſhould always be the Miſtreſs of 
theſe Conquerors, and their tranſitory Acceſſion of Power 
would not ſecure them from the Laws, which ſooner of 
lter ſhe would preſcribe to them. Being watchful 0

all Advantages, France decoys by flattering Hopes, all 
thoſe whom ſhe thinks to be diſpoſed to be over-reach'd 
by her. As the Advantages ſhe propoſes io them, are 
offered at another's Expence, ſhe can the more eafil y be 
liberal in Promiſes, which coſt her nothing; but which 
{till conduce to her Ends, let Things go which Way they 
will. She has even found the Secret to feed feveral with 
the ſame Hopes; but Wo be to the Princes who truſt 
her; they themſelves prepare the Fetterg which they 
mult one Day, wear. This is the Caſe, wherein the 
King of Sardinia is at preſent. This Stroke had long 
been premeditated, and we cannot refufe France the Glo- 
ry of having been able to over-reach the Emperor, who 
judging of the Sincerity of others by his own, relied up- 
on the Faith of Treaties, and all that is moſt Sacred be- 
tween God and Man. But it is a Glory for which be is 
not envied. Nob to mention the Obligations reſulting 
from the Quadruple Alliance, the King of Sardinia had 
| juſt renewed by Oath the Fidelity he owed the Empe- 
ror 3 and he juſt choſe that very Time to betray him, by 
thinking fit, according to the Declaration made to Count 
Flilippi, to unite himſelf with France, to wage War a- 
gainſt the Houſe of Auſtria. Undoubtedly the Publick 
are as curious to know the Pretences for ſuch an enor- 
moug Procedure, as the Court of Turin are to find any. 
But as unforeſeen as this Stroke has been, it is not able 
to ſhake the Emperor's Reſolution. It is in the God of 
Battles that he places all his Truſt, He knows the Pu- 

rity of his Senti ments; and the ambitious and ſelf. inte- 
reſted Views which France would fain conceal from the 

Eyes of Man, are not concealed from him: The Empire 
herſelf is concerned in this Quarrel. Fance, by being 
the Aggreſſor, has nat left her at Liberty to chooſe her 
Side. Can it be called, Coming as a Friend, when one 
as as an Enemy? The Entry of the Buſpan Troops into 
Foland, and the Invaſign of. the Dominions of the Em- 
pire by the French Forces, have not the leaf}, Reſemblance 
do each other. The Empire, doubtleſs, did not make 
Application to that Crown, to beſſege Kell, exatt Con- 


n tributions, and invade the Milanexe. By. all theſe Marks 
3 can one be miſtaken in the Aggreſſor? The Emperor 
ben is going to War, not only for the Defence of his 


Hereditary Countries, but alſo forthe Safety of. the Em- 
Pire, the Honour and Glory of the German Name, and 
fc Liberty of Europe: And on ſuch an Occaſign there is 
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nothing he does not promiſe himſelf from his good ang I 
faithful Allies. 1

Received your Letter of the 6th Inſtant, in Relation

T H E Catholick King could never be an eaſy and in- 

different Spectator of the extravagant Series of Out- 
tages and violent Proceedings of the Emperor and the 

Court of Vienna, to cramp by their Oppoſition the in- 

diſputable Liberty of the Republick of Poland, by con- 

ccaling, under the ſpecious Pretence of maintaining that 
Liberty,

Liberty, their real Intention to ſubvert it; and allthis Wi 
to hinder a Prince that ought to be reſpeRed for the cloſe Wl 
Alliance which binds him to the auguſt Houſe of Bour. Wi 
ton, of which the Catholick King is one of the principal 
Branches, from remounting his Throne; or to take it 
away from him by Violence, after his Election and Ad. 
vancement. His Catholick Majeſty's Silence upon ſuch 
an important Occaſion, after the notorious and diſhonour. 
able Excluſion of King Staniſlaus, ſhewed his juſt Re. 
fentment as plainly as the publick Declarations of the 
moſt Chriſtian King his Nephew ; and the Grievances 
occaſioned by the inſupportable Awbition of the Court 
of Jenna, gave his Royal Mind as great Uneaſineſs, as 
the generous Stings for the Maintenance of his Honour. 
His Catholick Majeſty imagined, however, that the 
Emperor, conſidering the Dangers of ſo ſcandalous an 
Enterprize, and of the chimerical Pretence of his Supe- 
riority, would deſiſt from the enormous Deſign of af, 
fronting downright, and without any Reaſon, the tick. 
liſh Forbearance of Powers which ought to divide + 
mongſt them the Injuries offered to any one of them. 

Neverthelefs, his Cathol ick Majeſty, out of his great 
Deſire of Peace, and conſtant Zeal for the publick Tran- 
quility, had Recourſe to the Mediation and Guaranty of 
the King of Great Britain, for an amicable Satisfaction 
tor the Inſults, Damages, and Infractions exerciſed in 
the Territories and againſt the Perſon of the Infante of 
Spain, Don Carlos, his Son; but the Emperor's Ambi- 
tion was already beyond all Bounds, and the Court of 
Jenna, animated by the infatiable Fury of the ſupreme 
Power, to which the general Complaiſance of Europe hal 
raiſed them, by ſuffering them to acquire fo many vaſt 
Dominions, did, at laſt, make Uſe of extraordinary Me- 
thads to render fruitleſs a long Negotiation for a friendly 
Accommodation, which the Catholick King waited with 
a religious Reſignation; by forming the difkcult Deſign 
of ſacrificing to their Caprice the Sovereignty of tw 
great Monarchs in the Perſon of King Staniſlaus, and at 
the ſame Time deſpiſing the wiſe and prudent Propo- 
ſals of the King of Great Britain. 

The unexſpected Reſolutions of the Emperor, which 
eould proceed from nothing but the ſtrongeſt Animoltty, 
and which were executed openly enough, bo violating 
the Rights of Succeſſion of lawful Princes, do yet more 
plainly appear in the late unjuſt and deſpotick Proceed- 
ings againit the free Election of King Stanislaus 1 beg 

| ; tnoug 
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though thoſe which have been maliciouſly uſed againſt 
the Sacceſhon of the Infante Don Carlos, are not leſs 
known, the Juſtification of the Catholick King will not 
ermit them at preſent to be paſſed over in Silence. 
Duke Anthony of Parma was no ſooner dead, but the 
Emperor took Poſſeſſion of his Territories by Force of 
Arms, having no Regard to, but forgetting the honour- 
able Engagements he lay under, by virtue of ſolemn 
Treaties renewed and ratified, to procure the Infante 
Don Carlos the immediate and lawful Poſſeſſion of the ſaid 
Territories. To colour over this Uſurpation, he laid 
hold of the ſhamelul Pretence of the feigned Pregnancy 
of the Dutcheſs-Dowager Henrietta, ſhe coming into it, 
and ſacrificing all Decency; thinking thereby to make 
a Merit, though a very ſcandalous one, with the Empe- 
tor; and his Imperial Majeſty thought to obtain his un- 
juſt Ends, by authorizing this Scene, the moſt fabulous 
one that was ever aded upon the Stage of the World, by 
publick Reſcripts, by Juntas for the Government, and 
by Diſpoſitions made in the Name of an imaginary 
Prince. 
Doubtleſs the Court of Vienna flattered themſelves for 
a while, that they could render the Infante's Succeſ- 
fion impoſſible z but in due Courſe of Time they ſaw it 
would be difficult to make that Deceit laſt; and they 
thought they made a great Merit in owning it, and in 
facilitating the Execution of the conditions ſtipulated in 
Favour of the Infante with the King of England, who 
was pleaſed to intereſt his Faith, and his Authority, in 
the Infante's Juſt Cauſe. 
In Effe, the attentive Inſinuations, the efficacious 
Ochces, and the generous Offers made in that Interval 
by his Britannick Majeſty, had ſuch a powerful Effet 
on the Mind of the Catholick King, that his Catholick 
Mejeſty concurred to the Satisfation he procured him 
for the due and peaceable Poſſeſhon of the Territories of 
Parma in Favour of the Infante Don Carlos, and for the 
Security of thoſe of Tuſcany which were to come to him. 
Though the Dangers to which his Catholick Majeſty 
expoſed. himſelf by his Condeſcenſton, were not conceal 
eq trom his deep Penetration; though he wes not igno- 
rant of the bad Faith experienced for many Years paſt, 
nor of the Violation of divers Treaties ; though he knew 
the ambitious Views of the Court of Vienna, which always 
kept his Catholick Majeſty's prudent diſtruſt at a Bay; 
ugh the well-grounde ! Suſpicion, that the Condeſcen- 
| | ſton 
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nom of the Court of Vienna to the Authority of the King 
of Great Britain would not be able to limit the too 
Power cf the Emperor, nor to reſtrain the ill-cuncerte 
Strokes of a diſorderly Pride: Yet his Catholick Maje. 
fty, with Deſign to undecive himſelf, was pleaſed i 
run the Rifque of it. In order hereunto, and not to di. 
fiurb the publick Tranquility, he agreed with his Bu 
zannick Majeſty, the 6th of June, 1731, to accept of the 
amicable Poſſeſion offered and granted to the Infante Ba 
Carlos, and alſo of the peaceable Introduction of 6000 
Spaniards, with the expreſs Condition, That neither an 
the Part of the Moft Serene Infante, nor on the Part of 
His Catholick Majeity, it ſhould be neceſſary to diſpute, 
to debate, or to remove any Difkculty whatſoever, which 
might happen, under any Pretence whatever. 

The Emperor conſented to the Execution of this Con- 
vention: He ratified it; and it was agreed with the Cz. 
tholick King's Minifter to obſerve the Contents. After 
ſuch ſolemn Engagements, His Catholick Majefiy had 
Reaſon to hope that the due Surrender of the Territories 
of Parma and Flacentia, in Favour of the Infante, wou'd 
have been immediate; and, that the Entrance of the ſaid 
Rode of Troops into Tu/cary. as well as their Abode in 
that Dutch», would have been peaceable; but contrary 
to all ExpeQation, and notwithitanding the Selemnity 
of the Engagements, all Exroe ſaw the Honour of the 
Infante atironted, and his Cathelick Majefty grievouſly 
offended by the Emperor, by Means of a new Odjectica 
sgiink the Act of Poſſem̃on granted to the Infante; in- 
ing, that his Catholick Majcfty's Miniiter reſtding it 
Pera ſhould firtt make a Declarstion, which wes never 
mentioned before, containing other Conditions. widely 
different, and not to be received, which had never deen 
Fipulated or propoſed, tut only concerted to the Empe- 
ror's Likirg, with a Minider who was nut authorized 
for that Purpoſe. Theſe ſurreptiti us Proceedings were 
careſully and fraudulently concealed from the Minitiers 
of their Catholick ant Fritawmiek Mijettics then st 3 ©. 
ca, who hat folemaly ratified, in the Name cr tbei: 
Sovercigns, the Obſervation of all that had deen f ga- 
| Hated a little before. The Emperor, grounded vpen la- 
firuwents ſd erroneous, pretendes, and even threatencs 
at firſt to employ 30 Battalions and : Herſe to ere 
the GO SherierZs, but Jult introduces, out o 22 1 

His Catholick Med let the Emperor know the Ses 
timent which ſach in àunbenrd-et Treat ug 
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produce in him: He informed all Europe of his juſt 
Ground of Complaint: He could never get any Anſwer, 
notwithſtanding his moſt preffing Inſtances ; and all that 
he could obtain, for ſo ſignal a Contempt, was a feigned 
defiſting on the Part of the Court of Vienna. 

But, not content with having ſo greatly provoked his 

Catholick Majeſty's Patience, they ordered all poſkble 
Inſults to be offered upon the Borders, and within the 
juriſdiction of the Infante Don Carlos: They uſurped 
the Places and Domains of the Subjects of that great 
Prince: They forbid Feufataries to pay Homage ty 
their Sovereign: They hindered the Surrender or the 
Fiefs of the Kingdom of Naples, and incorporated others, 
by an abſolute Power, with their ſupreme Domain, 
contrary to the expreſs Clauſes of the Treaties and In- 
veſtitures. Theſe Violences committed deliberately and 
on Purpoſe, produced at laſt the Expedition of two inju- 
rious Reſcripts, in one of which the great Duke of Tu/- 
gary is condemned as a Delinquent, for permitting the 
Infante to rezeive, in his Name, the Homage of the Peo- 
ple of his Territories, who voluntarily recognized him 
as lawful Succeffor ; and in the other Reſcript, the In- 
fante Don Carlos was likewiſe condemned, for nnduly 
arrogating to Himſelf, as he was therein charged, the 
Title of Great Prince; a Title before recognized, with- 
out any Difficulty, by the Minifiry of Vienna, by pub- 
lick Acts, by the Coin, and by the Acclamations of the 
People; forgetting that ſuch a Practice was always au- 
thorized, and that it fill actually takes Place with Re- 
gard to the other Princes of the Empire, upon the ſame 
only Foundation of the Eventual Invettitures. 
The Court of Vienna perceiving that the Artifices they 
made Uſe of, to endeavour to glaſs over. their fecret 
Views and Maxims, were ſeen through, they had Re- 
courſe to another, which was, to render Criminal, Ac- 
tions ſo innocent, by ſetting them forth, and charging 
them as unwarrantable, and prejudicial to the Feudat 
Laws of the Empire; whereas there is not an AR of sub- 
miſhon, but what was obſerved with the greatetEx=Rneſs, 
for the Admiffion of Guardians, at the Emancipation of 
the Paternal Power, and the Recognition of Minority; 
and conſequently all this might mate a Proceeding regu- 
lar, and in the Forms, though the Obſervation of the 
Treaties and Eventual Inveſſitures did not require it. 

In the miaſt of ſuch poignant Exceſſes, his Catholick 
Majelty was willing his prudent Forbearance, and the 
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Emperor's repeated Violences ſhould be expoſed to the 
Sight of the whole World: He was deſirous that his ju- 
ſtice ſhould be known, before he made Uſe of Force. 
For this End, he applied himſelf to the King of Great 0 
Britain, and opened to him his juſt Complaints upon 
Occalion of the continual Slights and Vexations that in. 
terrupted the Tranquility of the Infante's Poſſeſſions, 
and diſhonoured his Majeily. The King of Great Bri. 
tain acknowledged the Juitice of the Catholick King's 
Complaints: He uſed his good Offices at the Court of 
Vienna; and Conferences were entered upon, to find out 
the propereſt Means of procuring an honourable and 
friendly Accommodation: But the continual Delays, 
the ambiguous Anſwers, the im practicable Propoſals, ; 
the imperious Terms made Uſe of in the Projetts of the 

Court of Vienna; the pretended Diſtance between the 
Courts, and the methodical Dilatorineſs of that of /i. 
enna, drew the Negotiation to a great Length; and it | 
was as much as the Briti/: Miniſters could do, to draw [ 
up a ProjeQ the 21ſt of Zuly, 1733, His Catholick Ma. 
jeſty's Ambaſſador approved of that Project; but the 
Emperor's refuſed to accept it, *till he had received new 
Orders from his Sovereign: His Majeſty's Minifler con- 
ſented to this, after repeated Proteſtations, that he 
would not come in to any future captious Delays, which 
might loſe the Opportunity of the Campaigne, In this 
Interval, the projected Adjuſtment was diſpatched to 
the two Courts; and though it was readily ſent back on 
the Part of his Catholick Majeſty, with his Royal Ap- 
probation, the Anſwer of the Court of Vienna was a long 
Time a coming. This Delay was attributed to the con- 
trary Winds, and to the extraordinary Buſineſs of the 
Miniſters at Vienna; but under this were concealed ma- 
licious Views. 

In ſhort, at the Time when People expected a Con- 
deſcenſion ſo deſirable, and ſo earneſtly ſollicited at the 
Court of Vienna by the King of Great Britain, his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty having already approved of the Project 
propoſed by his Britannick Majeſty, an extraordinary 

Courier arrived with a Counter-Proje&, or Declaration 
equally illuſory and Injurious, like many others which 
the Havughtineſs of that Court had formerly produced. 
The Catholick King's Miniſter, ſurprized and provoked 
at a Proceeding ſo extravagant and injurious, was obli- 
ged to declare, that he would break off all Negociation. 


The King of Great Britain knew what good Ground 
2 | there 
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there was for that Miniſter's juſt Complaint, and what 
great Reaſon for his Catholick Majeity to be angry : 
However, tho' it muſt be ſome Diſappointment to his 
Britannick Majeity to fee of how little Effect his officious 
Endeavours had prov'd at the Court of Vienna; yet his 
Miniſters always animated with the ſame Zeal, would 
not negle& the making of all Efforts to obtain of the 
Catholick King a new Conſent to a Delay of 30 Days: 
But after a prudent RefleQion upon all that had paſſed, 
his Catholick Majeſty foreſaw the prejudicial Conſe- 
quences and the dangerous Effects which might attend 
a farther Condeſcenſion and Forbearance, conſidering the 
repeated Slights put upon the Princes of the Houſe of - 
Bourbon, He found that it was indiſpenſably neceſſary, 
without Loſs of Time, to unite his Forces with thoſe 
of the Moſt Chriſtian King to make War upon the Em- 
peror, in order to revenge by that Means their common 


| Grievances, and to recover the Reſped due to two Mo- 


narchs, which the inſupportable Ambition of the Em- 
peror had lefſen'd by ſo many Exceſſes. 
His Catholick Majeſty is of Opinion, that after fo 
many ſtudied Delays, ſo many plain Inſults on the 
Part of the Court of Vienna, and ſo much Condeſcenſion 


on the Part of that of Spain, the King of Great Britain 
cannot help approving the Reſolution he has taken. 


& His Majeſty does not doubt, but his Britannick Majetty 
is very ſenſible how greatly his Mediation has been 
@ alfronted, and how greatly the Sovereignty of Princes, 
= who know no Superiority, has been deſpiſed. The Ca- 
& tholick King is likewiſe perſuaded, that his Britannick 
# Majeſty will be well pleaſed with the grateful Senſe he 
has of his laudable Intention; and that he will contri- 
bute more than ever to the keeping up of an unaltera- 
dle Harmony; that the two Nations may reap the Ad- 
= vantages of a fair and uninterrupted Commerce, and en- 
joy the Satisfaction ſecured to them by the ineſtimable 
& Friendſhip of the two Monarchs.

HE States. General of the United Provinces, wiſe. 
ly foreſeeing that the Affairs of Poland would ne. 
ceſſarily bring on a War in Europe, and judging that

= As ſoon as the Ratifications of the Convention for the 
Neutrality of the Aufirian Netherlands between France 
und the States-General were exchanged at the Hague, the 
Ptates came to a Reſolution to invite the Miniſters of the 
speror and of Great Britain to a Conference, and to 
ommunicate to them the ſaid Convention, and the Rea- 
ns which prevailed with their High Mightineſles to 
Nan the ſaid Convention; and further, to deſire them to 
ranſmit the ſame to their reſpeRive Courts, that their 
Maſters might approve of the ſaid Neutrality, and act 
in Conformity thereto. The ſaid Reſolution likewiſe 
mported, that a Copy of the Act of Convention ihould 
be ſent to their High-Mightineſſes Miniſter at Bruſſels, 

With Orders to communicate the ſame to the Arch-

NE can hardly imagine a more frivolous Motic

effectua! Hoſlilities on this Side of the Rhine, 10 
Territories of the Empire, and particularly againk : 
Heul; but elfe by projeting thoſe ſhe is going 9% 
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e in Italy againſt the States of the Emperor. His 
perial Majeſty was informed by his Miniſter at the 
jurt of Turin, ever fince the 14th of this Month, Thit 
King of Sardinia, as Duke of Savoy, being induced 
ereto by the Perſua ſions of France, had concluded an 
enſive Alliance with that Crown againſt his Imperial 
ajefty, at the very Time when he was taking the Oath 
Fidelity for the Fiefs he poſſeſſes dependent on the 
pire z that Prince having cauſed a Declaration to be 
ide to the faid Minifter, That he had made an Alliance 
ith France to enter into a War with the Emperor; but 
it he was at Liberty to ſtay ſome few Weeks at Turin, 
put his Domeſtick Affairs in Order; forbidding him, 
wever, to appear in the King's Preſence, or to confer 
ith his Miniſter. 
About the ſame Time, the Miniſter of France, reſi- 
ng at the Court of the Elector of Mentz., made a De- 
aration there, which ſerves only as a Veil to Enter- 
izes very different from thoſe cover'd with the Pre- 
t of defigning to maintain the Poliſh Liberty in the 
eftion, and which are infinitely more dangerous for 
e Holy Empire. In Effect, has his Imperial Majeſty 
Wuſcd ſo much as one fingle Soldier to enter the King-

Theſe Letters of Eventual Inveſtiture were accepted 
by the Miniſters Plenipotentiaries of Spain, at the Con- 
greſs of Cambray: By Reverſals dated at Madrid the 
20th of February, 1724, the Catholick King obliged 
himſelf, as well in his own' Name, as in the Name of 
be Infante and His Succeſſors, religiouſly to perform the 
whole Tenour of them; and this ſame Performance was 
moreover guaranty'd by the Kings of Great Britain and 
France. In 1725, the Treaty of Peace with his Catho- 
lick Majeſty was concluded at Vienna. The Clauſes of 
the 5th Article of the Quadruple Alliance, and thoſe of 
the Letters of Eventual Inveſtiture were therein recited 
and confirmed. The Court of Spain were ſo well ſatiſ⸗ 
ty'd with it, that the greateſt Part of Europe grew jea- 
bus of the firit Union between them and the Emperor.

ing to invalidate that Decree, both to the Senate of Fi.

Meaſures were ſettled with the Duke de Bournonville in 
1728, and the Emperor was thanked upon that Score in 
the Name of their Catholick Majeſlies : But the Yer 
following, Affairs took another Turn; the Emperor r. 
fuſed to comply with Demands which were not con- 
fitent with the Treaties ; that is to ſay, to permit Sy. 
nin Garriſons to be introduced, inſtead of Neutral agreed 
upon by the Quadruple Alliance; and as the Queen d 
Spain imagin'd that the Imperial Court was not diſpoſed 
to fall in with all her Views, let them be what they 
would, ſhe reſol ved to break off all Engagements thit 
had been contratted between the two Courts. The Mar 
queſs de la Pax declared this to Count Conigſegg all on a 
ſudden. They thought ſuch a Step ſufficient to mike

The Treaty of Seville was concluded ſoon after: The 
Emperor reſolved to oppoſe its Execution: He order 
a numerous Army to march into Italy; but it was nit 
thought proper at that Time to attempt the Introduction 
of Spaniſi Garriſons. During theſe Tranſactions, com- 
manced the amicable Negotiations which were happily 
terminated by the Treaty of the 16th of March, 1731.

On the iſt of March, the Emperor's Declaration of 
War was taken into Conſideration by the Dyet of Rati/- 
ben, purſuant to the Emperor's Commiſſorial Decree 
jaid before them; the Reaſons for it were principally 
founded upon France's having taken Fort Kehl, and exv 
ated Contributions within the Empire; and alſo upon 
their having attacked and taken Poſſeſſion of the Dutchy 
of Milan, which was a Fief of the Empire, Theſe 
@ Reaſons were anſwer'd by the Miniſters of Bavaria, 
Palatine, and Cologn, who alledged, that the preſent 
War was occaſion'd by the Conteſt in Poland, with 
which the Empire had nothing to do, eſpecially as 
France had offered to reſtore Fort Kehl, and to make 
good whatever Damage the Empire had ſuffer'd by any 
Contributions that had been exacted, or otherwiſe, At 
laſt the Queſtion was put, and carry'd for declaring War 
againſt France, Six to Three in the Electoral College;

An Extract of the Minutes of the Dyet of the Empire, 
containing the Reaſons alledged by the Minifters of Bava- 
ria, in Oppoſition to the Declaring of War againſt France. 


A deplorable as the War, which is actually broke

But this will be don 
with more Eaſe and Expedition, if all Perſons will x 
chearfully and courageouſly aſſiſt our Forces, as we ar 
ready with a tender and paternal Affection, to prefer the 
Good of the Republick to our own Advantage, and tz 
puniſh her Oppreſſors. 

Laftly, We do by theſe Preſents, of our innate Cle. 
mency, invite all thoſe to return, who, deſpiſing the 
Good and Safety of their Country, have hitherto ſeps 
rated themſelves from us and the Republick ; and ye 
promiſe them an abſolute Pardon and Indemnity, if 
they immediately fly into the Boſom of the Republick, 
and at our Royal Coronation, now ready to be ſolemn. 
nized, and in the following Aſſembly, no longer refuſe 
to employ all their Power, in order to reſtore to their 
too much diſtreſſed Country, her former Peace and 
Tranquillity. To conclude, we doubt not, but God, 
under whoſe Protection we have ſet out upon this A. 
fair, and without whom we ſhall never hereafter under 
take any Work, will grant us a happy Succeſs, and 
eſtabliſh our Throne, to the Increaſe of his Glory, and 
the Advancement of the Republick. And for the bet 
ter aſcertaining of the Premiſſes, we have ſubſcribel 
this Manifeſto with our own Hand, and order'd our Seil 
to be put to it, Given at Dreſden, Nov. 6, 1733.

nally to ſubvert and ruin the Rights, Prerogatives, 
nd Liberty of our dear Country; are Motives too preſ- 
ing for me to defer any longer a Vindication of my 
onduR, in order to convince the whole Univerſe, by a 
uccin and ſincere Narrative of what paſſed before and 
ſter the Election, of the Falſhood of what has been 
publiſhed to the contrary. 
My firſt Care, after the Death of King Auguſtus, of 
lorious Memory, was to reconcile and unite our Bre- 
uren z and I had the Happineſs to ſucceed therein. I 
id nothing without the Privity and Conſent of the Se- 
ate and Nobility, till aſſembled upon Occaſion of the 
xtraordinary Dyet, ſummoned by the late King: I 
nt Miniſters to the neighbouring Courts: I held fre- 
nent Councils with the Senators and Miniſters of the 
wo Nations; I ſigned nothing but what was unani- 
ly agreed to; I took proper Meaſures with the 
degimentaries of both Nations, to ſecure the ſafety of 
he Kingdom at home and abroad, and to prevent . the 
conveniencies which might ariſe from private and un- 
wiul Aſſemblies: In a Word, that I might have no- 
Ing to reproach myſelf withal, I communicated every 
hing to the Republick, and did nothing without her 
Lpprobation, though as Primate I might have diſpenſed 
ith this upon ſeveral Occaſions. 
The Day being come for the Dyet of Convocation to 
get, I contented myſelf with repreſenting the Dan- 
r to which the Kingdom was expoſed, and left the 
are of preventing it to the Prudence of a free Nation. 
ere were great Debates in the Beginning of that 
pyet, about the Choice of a Marſhal ; the Diſpute ran 
(fy high, and lafled ſome Days, which retarded the 
patch of Buſineſs : But by my Endeavours, and thoſe 
the Senate, a Calm was at laſt reſtored ; a Marſhal 
is Clefted ; and thereupon the Nobility join'd the Se- 
ate. As Primate, I heard the Sentiments of the Nun- 
e and came into what they propoſed and what they 
jetted. The principal Subject of their Deliberations

"2tives) the Throne: They heinoutly reſented the

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Injuſtice of ſuch a Reſolution : They ſaw with Indy 
nation the Shame and Diſgrace it had brought upon th 
Nation ; and in order to efface it, they propoſed not t 
make Choice of any for King but a true Piaſte, and u 
exclude all Foreigners the Throne. This Propoſal uy 
unanimouſly agreed to, and paſſed without the lein 
Contradiction; and in order to make it more effeftuy, 
it was reſolved to confirm it by an Oath : This Reſoly 
tion paſſed alſo unanimouſly : It is true, there were wan 
Debates upon the Quettion, but they regarded only the 
Form of the Oath, and not the Oath itſelf, After I hal, 
as Primate, taken that Oath, whereby not only all Fo 
reigners, but likewiſe all thoſe who were in Poſſeſin 
of Foreign Provinces, or who had Troops on Foot, a 
who were not born of Catholick Father and Mother, 
were excluded the Throne, the Biſhops, Senators, and 
others, took it after me, and every one did it cheat: 
fully, and without the leaſt Conſtraint, The Biſhop 
ſwore at the ſame Time, that they would not invat 
the Rights of the Primate. The Republick afterwards 
declared this Oath to be a fundamental Law »f the King 
dom; ſume Conſlitutions were drawn up, and the Dy 
was hxed for the Dyet of Election, at the uſual Plac 
accurding to Law. And thus ended the Dyet of Conv 
ca t ion. 

'Till that important Day, (for the Meeting of the Dyt 
of Election) I enter'd into no Intrigue to the Prejudice 
of the Republick ; and I was ſo far from being govern 
by a prevalent Paſſion for any particular Perſon, thut! 
carelully avoided engaging in any Faction. Howeren, 
{ confeſs I wag ever defirous, that the Moſt Serene Kiny 
Staniſlaus ſhould be raiſed to the Throne; I thought hin 
very worthy of it, and indeed more than any other, 
upon Account of his eminent Qualities z but I declar 
zt the ſame Time, that, whatever my Deſire was It 
that Reſpet, my Obſtinacy did not go ſo far, as to vil 
he might have it to the Prejudice of the Republick: 
had put my Truſt in God; and it was by his Afliſtancy 
and that of the free Poliſh Nation, that I hoped to ſeeil 
End put to the Miſeries of the Republick, by the Choi 
of a deſirable King. Advantageous Offers were made 
me, and Menaces in their Turn; but I rejeRed the on 
and deſpiſed the other. I could never give my Conſen, 
directly or indirely, to the Entrance of any Fore 
Army, I conſtantly rejected the Inſtances made by tit

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cauſe I perceived, that it had no other View, but to 
their own particular Intereſt and Advantage; beſides 
that fuch an Excluſion could not but be diſhonourable 
to the Republick, and tend to its total Ruin. As the 
nid Powers did not fail to continue their Inſtances in 
that Reſpet, I ſoon perceiv'd, that they deſigned to 
ſtick a Dagger at the Heart of our Liberty. I wrote ac- 
cordingly in the Name of the Republick, repreſented 
by thoſe, whom the two Nations had nominated in the 
Dyet of Convocation to aſſiſt me with their Advice, to 
all the Courts of Europe, deſiring them not to ſuffer the 
Republick to be oppreſs'd; I ſent Miniſters to his Im- 
perial Majeſty, and to the moſt Tlluſtrious Czarina, to 
repreſent to them that we were a free Nation; that we 
were independent of all the World ; and that we would 
never permit the Excluſion to be given; defiring them 
to drop their Inſtances for that Purpoſe, and not to con- 
cern themſelves with our Election, which depended en- 
tirely upon ourſelves. | 

The Day for opening the Dyet of ElcQion being 
come, I had nothing in View, but a punctual Execution 
of the Laws eſtabliſhed in the Dyet of Convocation, 
with Regard to the Election, and the inviolable Main- 
tenance of the Liberty of my Country. The Dawning 
of that Dyet was very Peaceful, and the Marſhal was 
choſen in a few Days; but this Tranquillity did not 
laſt long; Men's Spirits were inflamed upon the News 
of the Entrance of the Ruſſians into the Kingdom, certi- 
Vd and confirmed by the Chancellor and Regimentary 
of Lithuania : The whole Aſſembly were grieved at it; 
they were ſurpriſed at the Regimentary's Conduct upon 
that Occaſion, and after ſeveral Speeches, which could 
dat be agreeable to him, it was reſolved to uſe all poſſible 
eans to diſcover who they were that had called the 
Kuſſans into the Kingdom. The Regimentary being 
eized with a Panick, probably through Remorſe of 

ſcience, he quitted the Field of Election, without 
making any Proteſt, and retired to Praage. Deputies 
were ſent to him, to demand the Reaſon of his Retreat; 
End his Anſwer was, That his Retreat would no ways 
pmpede the Election. A few Days after, the States drew 
Da Manifeſto againſt thoſe that had called the Ruſſians 
into the Kingdom. That Manifeſto was ſign'd, not only 
by thoſe in the Field of Election, but even by thoſe at 
hf whence we concluded, that theſe laſt had no 
are in the Entrance of the 9 into the .

I acknowledge at the ſame Time, thit 
there were ſome, who ſeemed to be of a contrary Op- 
nion: Theſe retired into their Quarters, in all Proby 
bility, to draw up their Niepoz-walam. The next Dy, 
J finiſh'd the Tour of the Palatinates, Staroſties, and 
Diftrits : I was obliged to do it on Foot, my Horſe 
being ſtartliſh, on the repeated Cries of God ſave Kin 
Staniſlaus. Theſe Cries were repeated with ſo much 
Zeal, that I could no longer forbear complying with the 
prefling Inſtances of the Aſſembly, and proceeding in- 
inediately to the Nomination of the King; but before! 
did ſo, I declared thoſe who were at Praage to be abſent; 
And as Nobody appeared to contrad ict it, (for ſome were 
ſilent, and others ſet out on their Return Home, among 
which laſt was the Staroſt Opocz.ynski, who aſſured me by 
Letter, that he retired without ContradiRion) I procett- 
ed, by Virtue of my Office, to the Nomination of th: i 
King; but I was interrupted by M. Kamienski, Cap'ain 
of the Diſtrict of Krziemia in the Palatinate of Volhinis 
who preſented to me his Niepozawalam, which oblige 
me to be ſilent for ſome Time; *till at laſt, waving hi 
Contradiction, I proclaimed the Moſt Serene King &. 
niſlaus now reigning, without any Oppoſition, as I al 
God to witneſs, who knows the moſt ſecret Receſſes d 
dur Hearts; and alſo the People, who confiſted of abo 
100 Enſigns, and cry'd out unanimouſly, and with 
Intermitſton, God ſave King Staniſlaus. I eſteem it 1 
peculiar Happineſs, that I have proclaim'd the ve! 
King that envious Nations would fain have excludt 
the Throne; becauſe, if they had ſucceeded in tht! 
Deſin, there had been an End of our Liberty for euer 
They would have always forced us to chuſe a King!“

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Thus have I given you a true and particular Account 
of all that was done in Relation to the Election of our 
King: And yet, as lawful and unanimous as it was, 
there are falſe Brethren that call it in Queſtion: They 
boldly affert, that it was a plain Violatien of their Li- 
biberty; whereby, and by the whole Tenour of their 
Condut, fince their Retreat to Praage, they plainly 
make it appear, that they called the Ruſſians into the 
Kingdom; which makes them guilty of all the inno- 
cent Blood, that, in all Probability, will be ſpilt.

wies to their Country, in Conſequence of the Mani- 
leſio they ſigned, make it their Study to deſtroy our Li- 
derty, by opprefling the true and innocent Republick.

The Dyet of Convocation being aſſembled at the Place 
Sand Time appointed; the Senators and Nuncio's legally 

elected, arrived there in Crowds from divers Palatinates 
of Poland and Lithuania 3 and the Nuncio's, in Conſe- 
quence of their Inſtructions, ſollicited the Excluſion of 
© «ll Foreigners, and the Election of a Native of Poland. 

It was at laſt agreed to by a common Conſent, and agree- 

ably to the Intentions of the whole Republick, that the 
Election ſhould fall upon no other than a Polander, born 
of Father and Mother of the Catholick Religion, and 
whoſe Dominions were not ſituate out of the Kingdom, 
which the Senators and Nuncio's, without excepting one, 
confirmed publickly by a ſolemn Oath. 

The ſame Dyet aſſigned for the Election the accuſtome4

Anſwers to then. 

Theſe are the principal Objections made by the Saxon 
Party to the Election of Staniſlaus; and to theſe the Pri- 
mate and his Party make Anſwer. 

To the firſt, that it is a general Charge, unſupported 
by any particular Facts, and in general they deny it. 

To the zd, that tho” Staniſlaus: was by the Conſtitu- 
tions of the Kingdom declared an Outlaw, and incapa- 
dle of re-mounting the Throne by Virtue-of his former 
Election; yet there was nothing to hinder the Re- 
publick from reſtoring him againſt that Outlawry, and 
re-eleting him, if they had a Mind, the Republick 
never having entered into any Treaty for that Effect. 
That the elefting of him King was an effectual Repeal 
of the Outlawry; and that he did not concur in the 
Election of a King in the Electoral Field, nor did he ap- 
Pear there *till he was actually elected, and conſequent] y 
no Breach was made of the Articles of the Confederacy.

And how ſhall we © 
mine this, without knowing the Cireumſtances, ot on 
Atfairs which made it neceſſary for us to conclude 
a burthenſome Treaty? It 5s_well known, that by! 
Treaty we enter'd into very great Engagements; ©, 
zagements, which, if punctually perform'd, ma) Fe 
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mis Nation infinite Sums of Money; and Engagements 
which we certainly ought not to have enter'd into, if 
de publick Tranquillity could have been eſtabliſhed at 
ny cheaper Rate. Is it to be preſumed, that the Im- 
Lofibility which was found of carrying the Treaty of 
ville into Execution, without involving ourſelves and 
Il Europe in a bloody War, was what made it neceſſary 
or us to agree to thoſe Engagements contain'd in the 
reaty of Vienna: And how is it poſſible for us to deter- 
mine, whether or no there was an Impoſlibility of car- 
ying the Treaty of Seville into Execution, without ha- 
ing all thoſe Papers firſt laid before us, which relate to 
he Execution of that Treaty? It was, I remember, 
when firſt concluded, a Treaty which was much bragg'd 
f by the Friends of the Gentleman who ſpoke laſt; 
nd if it was ſo good a Thing, 1 cannot find out why 
e or his Friends ſhould be fo fond of keeping ſecret 
ther the Means by which it was obtain'd, or the Me- 
hods that were afterwards uſed for carrying it into 
Execution. As to the Means by which that Treaty 
ras obtain'd, they may not, perhaps, relate much to 
he Treaty of Vienna; but as to the Methods uſed for 
arrying it into Execution, the laſt of which was the 
reaty of Vienna, every Man muſt ſee the Connection, 
nd therefore every Man mutt be convinced, that it is 
eceſſary for us to have the Papers now moved for, laid 
defore us, before we can properly take the Treaty of 
7ezra into our Conſideration. 

His Majeſty, Sir, in his Speech from the Throne, 
ecommends the preſent Situation of Affairs to the Con- 
eration of Parliament, he recommends it to us throu gh. 
y to weigh and conſider all Circumſtances before we 
ome to a final Determination; but if ſuch Things as 
re neceſſary for our Information, are, when call'd for, 
efuſed by thoſe in Power, how is it poſſible for us to 
nlwer his Majeſty's Ex pectations? It muſt be owned, 
hat we have, of late Years, been in very odd Circum- 
ances; and our preſent Situation may, perhaps, in 
e Opinion of many, be owing, in ſome Meaſure, to 
e Miſmanagement of thoſe in the Adminiſtration z 1

Gentlemen have next endeavoured to frighten us with

their Old-Age, be turned adrift, and reduced to fl 
ving Condition. In the other Caſe, an Army und 
no ſuch ſervile D=-pendence, having no Reaſon to doaly 
of Preterment according to their Merit, and certain they 
could not be turned out of the Places they have purch, 
ſed by their long Services, without being guilty of ſons 
Crime, or of diſhanourable Behaviour; and having the 
Conſtitution, and the Laws of their Country, as a dec 
rity for their enjoying all thoſe Advantages as long u 
they live; is it not, an eaſy Matter to determine, if 
which of theſe Caſes an Army may be of moſt Danger, 
of moſt Service, to the Conſtitution of this Country? 
TI will allow all that has been ſaid about the Virtuedf 
thoſe, who are at preſent the Officers of our Army; 
about their being Engliſhmen, and every Thing elſe, that 
has been ſaid, or can be (aid, in Favour of the Chu 
raters of thoſe Gentlemen; but ſtill they are Men, ut 
every Body knows, that thoſe who have a Dependence, 
perh-ps for the whole they have in the World, multi 
ſomething more than Men, if they act with the (ant 
Freedom, that they would do if they were under n 
ſuch Influence or Dependence : It is certain I hope the 
Gentlemen of the other Side of the Queſtion, even thiol 
Gentlemen who now ſtand up fo zealouſly for the Pt 
rogative, will grant, that ours is a limited Monarchy!

and may open the Doors when he pleaſes, or has prof 
Materials at hand, and may break the Doors open, an 
walk out whenever he has a Mind, We are there 
never to give a Power to the Crown; we ought 00 
to leave the Crown in the Poſſeſſion of a Power, whit 
may enable any future King to ſhake off all thoſe Li 
tations, which the Royal Power ought by our Confit

Hope thoſe Gentlemen will not take it amiſs, if I ſy, 
that I do not deſire to give up our preſent Form of G 
vernment, in order to come under their Government, 
As for Trials by Martial Law, I believe no Gentle 
man will diſpute, but that they have hitherto been ver 
Juſt and impartial z but if the Officers ſhould be oc 
made independent of all other Power, we do not kn 
what thoſe Trials might turn to: I neither can, nv 
ſhall ſay any Thing to reflect upon the Gentlemen wh 
are Judges in ſuch Trials, but we muſt all allow, thi

great Number of inferior Officers, whom he knew toi 
Dependers upon that General, and perhaps aſſociate 
with him in the ſame wicked Defigns : And if Oft 
were made ſecure of their Commiſſions for Liſe, it vw 
add ſo much Weight to their Intereſt through the ue 
Kingdom, that they might ſoon get ſuch an lud 
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both Houſes of Parliament, as would make it impoſſible 
to procure an Addreſs from either Houſe, for the Remo- 
val of any of them; beſides, the very calling of the 
parliament together, which cannot be done ſuddenly, 
would give the Alarm to thoſe Officers who might be 
engaged in a Conſpiracy for ſeizing the Government into 
their own Hands, whereby they would have an Oppor- 
tunity of carrying their Deſigns into Execution, before 
the Government could by any Means prevent them. 

Thus we ſhould be in continual Danger of falling en- 
tirely under the Government of our Army, and I am 
ſure there is nothing has of late happen'd, that can give 
Occaſion for our running ourſelves into any ſuch Dan- 
ger. What tho' his Majeſty has lately thought fit to 
remove two Gentlemen from their Commands in the 
Army : Can the removing of two Gentlemen only, in 
a Courſe of ſo many Years, be call'd modelling or gar- 
bling the Army? Can it be ſaid, that the Gentlemen 
who have ſucceeded them, are not Men of as good Fa- 
milies, of as great Eſtates, and of as untainted Charac- 
ters, as any Gentlemen in the Kingdom ? Surely, this 
cannot be call'd garbling, which, as has been already 
ſaid, muſt imply the Removal of the moſt Worthy, and 
putting the moſt Unworthy into their Places; and this, 
I am convinced, the angrieſt Man in this Houſe will 
not pretend to be the Caſe at preſent. 

It is certain, there never were any Removals made, 
but what occaſioned various Speculations, when the Rea- 
ſons why they were made were not publickly known : 
In ſuch Caſes, every Man who is ignorant of the true 
Reaſon, is apt to aſſign ſome Reaſon of his own Inven- 
tion; but of all the Removals that I have ever heard of, 
whatever Talk they might occaſion without Doors, there 
never was any of them that occaſion'd any Propoſition 
or Motion in this Houſe 3 no Pretence was ever taken 
from any ſuch, to rob the Crown of its Preragative, or 
to alter our Conſtitution in any Part. Even when the 
great Duke of Marlborough was removed, there was no 
ſuch Propoſition as this ever thought on : The Removal 
of that great Man I remember well; and I remember 
do, the Arts that were uſed by his Enemies, firſt to 
Procure, and then to juſtify his Removal. What Gen- 
tlemen would do by the Bill now propoſed, was the 
very Crime pretended to be laid to his Charge : It was 
pretended, that he was contriving how to get himſelf 
wade General for Life: That he was become too 7

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for his Miftrefs ; and had thrown of all Dependos 
on the Crown: That he aim'd at being made perpetyy 
Dictator ; and to give ſome Sort of Colour for the ſprect. 
ing of this Calumny, I remember, that a certain 22 
lous Gentleman of thoſe Days, ſent a large Preſent u 
Mr. Booth, and told him, it was for the Part he ade 
in the Tragedy of Cato, againſt the perpetual Dif, 
This ſhews, that it was then look'd on as a great Crime 
for an Officer to endeavour to be independent of the 
Crown ; and why it ſhould now appear in a Light þ 
different, as to make the People think it neceſſary u 
make a Law for that very Purpoſe, I cannot imagine, 

We know that great Endeavours have been of lit 
uſed, to make it be believed abroad, that this is a divi- 
ded Nation, that the People are diſaffected: Hithem 
all ſuch Endeavours have had but very little Esch; 
but if this Propoſition ſhould paſs into « Law, will nt 
Foreigners have Reaſon to believe what they have heard? 
They cannot imagine, that the removing two Colonels 
of Regiments, could have produced ſuch a Law, but 
will naturally ſay, what we have heard we ſee now ty 
be true, the Partiament has no Confidence in the King, 
and therefore they have taken from him that Pover 
which all his Predeceſſors enjoy'd. Is this, Sir, u 
Opinion which we ought at any Time to encourage or 
Promote among our Neighbours abroad, but eſpecially 
at preſent, when a juſt Opinion of the Unanimity an 
Strength of this Nation may be fo neceſſary for preſer 
ving a juſt Ballance of Power in Europe, and conſequent 
ly, the very Being of this Nation.

A Mong foreign Occurrences, the Siege and Surrender 
of Dantzick claims our-firſt Notice, conformably to 
the Promiſe made at the Cloſe of laſt Regifter, the Par- 
ticulars whereof follow : From the Arrival there of 
K. Stariſlaus, with the Primate, and a large Number of 
prime Nobility, October 2, 1733, to the latter End.of 
February 1734, the Magiſtrates were buſy in forming a 
nvention with his Majeſty, which was concluded and 
duaranteed by France, for the better ſecuring the City 
and King Staniſlaus's Perſon, Upon which, they began 
e Prepare themſelves for a vigorous Reſiſtance, repair- 
ng the Fortifications, and throwing up Lines, Intrench- 


ommand the Town. During this Time, they receiv'd 
great Number of Officers, Engineers, and other Volun- 
lers from Sweden and France, likewiſe a great Quantity 
of Arms and Ammunition, ſo that the Number of the 
EKR Beſiege d 
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ments, and other Works upon the upper Grounds which 
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Ee ſieged might amount to 8000, including Poles, Swelg, 
and French, who guarded the Outworks; and the Gum. 
ſon of the Town itſelf, together with the Burghers ft u 
bear Arms, might be reaſonably computed at aboy 
-12000 more, well paid, with a numerous Artillery, 
extraordinary well provided: 3 

Feb. 20. The Ruſſians; to the Number of 20,000, con. 
manded by General La/cy, inveiled the Town, and feat 
to the Magiſtrates, to ſummon them to diſmiſs Kin 
Staniſlaus, and to ſubmit to King Auguſtus, elſe to expe 
to be bombarded, and treated as Enemies. But receivin 
no ſatisfactory Anſwer, Hoſtilities began the 27th, be 
tween the Ruſſians, Coſſacks, and Volunteers belonging 
to King Staniſlaus. The Ruſſians about this Time ci 
off the Redaune, a Rivulet which ſupply'd the Ion 
with freſh Water, ſo that the Beſieged were obliged h 
get it by an Horſe-Mill from the Viſtula. The My: 
rates of the City order'd the Gates to be ſhut up, al 
the Meadows round the City to be laid under Water, t 
retard the Ruſſians Approaches. | 
The Beginning of March, the Ruſſians took ſome ft

Whereupon, bag 
eretted three Batteries, he began to fire off ſmall Book 
and red hot Bullets of a ſmall Size; theſe did little 
no Execution.

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Boats and flat - bottom'd Veſſels, found Means to get up 
to the Town, with Recruits. and Arms from Sweden, 
till the 24th of April following, at which Time the 
Ruſſian Artillery arriv'd at the Camp. 

On the 2gth, General Munich ſent a freſh Summons to 
the Magiſtrates to ſurrender, or expect a furious Bom- 
bardment, and no Capitulation. The Cad 


whole Town were put under the greateſt Conſternation; 
when a French Veſſel came up the River to the Gity, 
notwithſtanding the Ruſſian Fire, and brought Word of 
French Succours being arriv'd at Copenhagen, on their 
Way to Dantxick. Hereupon they reſolved to abide the 
hſt Extremities. The Bombardment began May 1, N. S. 
and did great Execution, ſetting the City on Fire in 
many Places, Mean Time the Ruſſians advanced their 
Trenches and Attacks towards Bi/copsberg, and raifed ſe- 
veral Batteries along the Viſtula. On the other Hand, 
the Dantxic kers made ſeveral Sallies, and a prodigious 
Fire on the Ruſſians, with conſiderable Loſs on both Sides. 
In the Night between the 6th and 7th, the Fort call'd 


after a brave Defence made by the Beſieged. General 
de Munich had a Horſe kill'd under him. This entirely 
cut off the Communication of the City with Fort Vech- 
ſelnunde. In the Night between the gth and roth, 3000 
Ruſtans, ſupported by the bei Part of the whole Army, 
attack d the Out works of Hazelsberg, and made two other 
falſe Attacks, one near the Gate leading to the Suburb of 
Schotland, and the other on the Back of the Hornwork of 
Hagelsberg, and were repuls'd with the Loſs of 2000 
Men, moſt of their Field-Officers and Engineers.

In the Night between 
the 17th and 18th, the Duke of Saxe-Weiſſenfels, General 
of the Saxons, caus'd the Trenches. to be open'd, before 
Fort Feckſelmunde, to beſiege it in Form, On the 18th, 
General Munich did the ſame with the Ruſſians. * The 
French made a Sally from under the Fort, but were re- 
puls d.

when Fort Vechſelmunde was ſurrender'd under their 
Noſes, twas high Time to look about them. Thus we 
find a gallant People obliged to ſubmit to the Iniquity

cordingly, on the 26th, they ſent freſh Deputies to the 
Ruſſian General de Munick, to demand a Suſpenſion d 
Arms for eight Days: The General would allow then

land, as we have already explain'd ourſelves at large; 
and that we are moſt heartily ready to Join in the Repoſe 
of the Publick. May it pleaſe your Excellency to hear 
our Petition, and grant our Deputies Paſſports, who 
ſhall be furniſh'd with full Powers to end all Differences, 
in Conſideration that the City hag already agreed to what 
was demanded of her, and acknowledg'd Auguſtus III. 
xs lawful Sovereign, and promiſing an entire Fidelity to 
his Majeſty, not to intermeddle with the Intereſts of 
the Noblemen that are in the City, but promote as far as 
lies in us, a quick and ſpeedy Accommodation. We 
hall ever retain a grateful Senſe of this Favour, 
Done at Dantzick, June 29, 1734. 


P. S. While we are diſpatching theſe, we learn by the 
Poli Nobles that the Retreat of the principal Perſon 
that has hitherto been here, engag'd your Excellency to 
reſume the Bombardment, and that your Excellency 
would feign know the Reality and Circumſtances of the 
ſaid Retreat; we therefore think it incumbent on us to 
acquaint your Excellency, that we had not the leaft 
Knowledge thereof, till the Marqueſs de Monti, the 
French Embaſſador, acquainted us at about Four the 
ſame Day in the Afternoon, nor did we co-operate there- 
in: We pray'd his Excellency to give us the Particulars 
in what Manner his Retreat was effected; but could get 
no farther Account but that he was gone, as appears by 
an Atteſtation ſign'd and ſeal'd by his Excellency. We 
beg your Excellency will be perſwaded of our Inno- 
cence in this Matter, ;

This Letter, though written in the Stile of a Ce, 
carries a great deal of Truth in it. All Accounts fro 
thence about that Time agreed, that the Beſiegets ver 
in a deplorable Condition, between Fire and Water, it 
ſomuch that the Soldiers were diſpirited, and had lt 
that martial Ardour, which they ſhew'd when they

On the 1oth, a Body of 2000 Germans 
dok Poſſeflion of a Redoubt which the French had erected 
at the Head of their Camp, and immediately fortify'd it 
with eight Pieces of Cannon, with which they play'd 
inceſſantly on the French Camp. In the Night between 
the 11th and 12th, the French gave a general Aſſault to 
the Crown-work 3 and though the Breaches in the Ba- 
ſlion were extreamly wide, they fail'd in their Atrempt, 
and loſt a conſiderable Number of Men: But on the 14th 
at Night, they renew'd the Attack, and carry'd the 
Work, The Beſieged behav'd extreamly well; of 3:5 
that defended it, 100 were kill'd, 100 taken Priſoners.

General Wutgenau, for his Share, has gained 1 
Name, which will be tranſmitted down to Poſſerity in 
the Records of the Empire: Prince Eugene, and all the 
Generals of the Imperial Army, have given him grett 
Commendation, and he well deſerv'd it, his very Ene 
mies having judg'd ſo rightly of his Worth, as to # 
ward his Merit. The Marſhal 4*Asfe!d, who is himſtl 
a Vauban, and conſequently knows as much as any oth! 
of Military Proweſs, was pleaſed to give him trlum 
Phant Proofs of the Eſteem he had of his Capacity, hr 
ving granted him every Thing he deſired, and made him 
a Preſent, beſides, of the fineſt Piece of Cannon, at bil 
own Choice, that was in Philipsbourg. <4 

Prince Eugene did not attack the French in their ite 
trenchments, The Reaſon ? Becauſe it was imp 
ble. In ſhort, the Marfhal d' Asfeld ſhew'd, by bg 
Spot of Work, that he was an ablo Engineer, as pe I 
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x good General. [Thoſe Intrenchments were pretty near 
ür Miles in Length, extending from the Rhine near 

Rhintheim, above Dhilipghourg, to Rhinehauſen below that 
Town, which, was, as it were, in the Middle of the 

Line, that ſerv'd as a String to the Bow form'd by thoſe 

Tntrenchments. They were three fold; for in the Rear 

of the Intrenchment was a Foſſe, and before that, Foſſe a 

Range of Wells at. proper Diſtances, ſome cover'd with 

Hutdles ſpread over with Earth, for the Horſe to plunge 

into; others furniſh'd with pointed Stakes at the Bottom, 

to impale ſuch as ſhould unfortunately fall in. The 

Reverſe of the Intrenchment, and its Counterſcarp, were 

all over briſtled with theſe ſame picked Stakes, Paliſades, 

Caltrops, Chevaux de Friſe, and what not : There were 

Redouts, Places of Arms, Fortins, Hilf-Moons, Demi- 

Baflions, and entire Baſtions, which formed the Bow re- 
preſented by thoſe Intrenchments, and theſe were 30 

Toiſes wide on the Inſide : Laſtly, we muſt add to all 

the reſt, ſeveral Batteries erected at convenient Diſtances, 

to defend the Salliant Angles form'd by the Works, The 

Pruſſians call'd theſe Intrenchments a Citadel. Prince 

Eugene prevail'd with the three other General Field- 

Marſhals of the Empire, to go with him to take a View 

of them; after which, a great Council of War was held, 

wherein it was unanimouſly agreed, that they could not 

be attack'd, without hazarding the Loſs of 20,000 Men. 

Why then ſhould it be ſurprizing, that Prince Eugene 
was a quiet Spectator of the Taking of Philips bourg ? To 
hazard 20,00 Men, was to hazird more than a Quarter 

of his Army, and more than half the Emperor's Troops, 
ſince the Defeat in Italy So that every one muſt allow, 
that his Highneſs has acted like an Old and Experienced 
General, who has a warm Heart, but a cool Mead. Thou 
haſt Cæſar and his Fortune in thy Boat, , ſaid that 
Emperor to a Pilot, What art afraid of? With as good 
Reaſon may it be ſaid of Prince Eugene, encamp 'd at 
Wieſenthall, That he had the Emperor, the, Empire, and their 
Deſtiny in his Hands. Could he act with too great Cau- 
tion then? No: He ought to be commended for his pru- 
dent ConduRt upon this Occafion, for many Reaſons.

The firſt Column went to Curtaton, where the Enemy 
hid a Poſt of 200 Men, which was immediately carry'd 


by Brigadier Kattski ; Here the Enemy loſt 100 Men, 


and we took 60 Priſoners, among whom are ſome Ofh- 
cers of Diſtintion. The 2d Column, headed by the 
King of Sardinia and the Marſhal de Villars, marched to 
the Village of Martinara. The King of Sardinia and 
the Marſhal de Villars being got at ſome Diſtance from 
the Foot, and having with them only a Detachment of 
do Grenadiers, and the King's Life-Guards, met a Party 
ef 200 Men, who fired at them: The Life- Guards ad- 
vanc'd, in order to ſupport the Grenadiers, and ſome 
bodies of Horſe having join'd them, the Enemy quitted 
the Ground, with the Loſs of 30 Men kill'd, and ſeve- 
ral taken Priſoners. The 3d Column, which conſiſted 
only of Horſe, attacked Borgo Forte, which the Em- 
peror's Curaſhers abandon'd, after having Joſt a pretty 
many Men. The three. Columns of Troops heing re- 
joined that Day at Borgo-Forte, the Marqueſs de Liſle, a 
Major-General, was detached the next Day with the 
Grenadiers, to march to a Place where the Enemy had 


laid their Bridges; and he found that they had carry'd 


them down lower, oppoſite to San Benedetto He per- 
ceived Imperial] Troops to retire as faſt as he advanced ; 
but the Country being extremely cover'd, he could form 
no Judgment of the Strength of theſe Detachments.

The Imperial Accounts agree this was a brisk Action, 
but own only the Loſs of five Officers kill'd, and 105 
Soldiers kill'd and wounded.

We muſt here take Notice, that the Marſhal de Villars, 
being very much indiſpoſed, left the French Army the 
27th of May, N. S. and ſet out for Turin, on his Return 
to France, accompany'd by the Marqueſs de Villars his 
don, and dy*d not long after at Turin.

"HE King, who went the 27th of May, to dine «

the King of Spain, the firſt News of the Victory gin 
the 25th at Bitonto in Apuglia, by the Spaniſh Trop 
over thoſe of the Emperor, commanded by Count J 
conti. Hereupon the King immediately returned t 
Town, where he found a great Concourſe of Peoyle 
who by their Acclamations endeavoured to convine 
him of their Joy on that Event. His Majeſty cauſe 
the Te Deum to be ſung that Day in his Chapel, and the 
next Day he went in State to the Church of S. Jaw 
ius, where he gave God ſolemn Thanks for that Vide 
ry; and we had Illuminations and other publick Re. 
Joicings three Nights ſucceſſively upon the ſame Ow 
ſion. | 
On the 3oth, his Majeſty reeeived the following Pit 
ticulars : The Count de Montemar, who was ſent by tht 
King to put himſelf at the Head of the Detachment 
ordered to purſue the Imperialiſts, having been inform! 
that Count Viſconti had received ſome Succours, and vu 
in ExpeCtation of more, took the Reſolution to mar 
in queſt of the Enemy, who had quitted Tarento, wh 
ther they at firſt retired, and had diſperſed themſelves 
Apuglia, to raiſe Contributions. That General regul 
ted his March according to the Enemy's different l. 
tions, and making it his principal Concern to kind 
their Retreat to the Sea Side, he marched to Bari, where 
he expected to find them; but they were gone 
thence, and advanced to Bitonto, where they were ® 
_ camped in a Poſt, equally advantageous for its Situstid, 
and imprafticable for the Horſe. The Count de Mot 
mar being but nine Miles from Bitonto, detached ſos 


Parties of Horſe to go and view the Enemy; mn 
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they brought him an Account, that all their Horſe and 
Foot were in that Camp, he reſolved to march to them 
with all his Forces. He divided them into ſeven Co- 
jumns, the firſt commanded by the Marqueſs de Pozo- 
Banco ; the ſecond by the Duke of Liria ; the third by 
| the Duke de Caſtro Pignano; the fourth by the Marqueſs 
de Bay; the fifth by the Marqueſs de Chateaufort ; the 

fixth by the Count de Maceda; and the ſeventh by the 
Marqueſs de la Mina, This Body of Troops was com- 
poſed of ſix Battalions of the Regiments of Spaniſh and 
Walloon Guards, two Battalions of the Regiment of Lom- 
hardy, two of that of the Crown, two Battalions of the 
gui Regiment of Betler, and 20 Companies of Grena- 
diers of different Nations. The Count de Montemar, be- 
fides theſe Foot, had under his Command 600 Royal 
Carabineers, 150 Royal Grenadiers, the 12 Squadrons of 
the Regiments of Bourbon, Eftremadura, Milan, Malta, 
Flanders, and Andalufia ; the four Squadrons of the Re- 
giments of Dragoons of Pavia and France, the Troops of 
Horſe-Grenadiers cf the Regiments of Terragona and Ba- 
tavia, 50 Dragoons of thoſe two Regiments, and a De- 
tachment of 150 Artillery-Men. The Count de Monte- 
mar cauſed all thoſe Troops to march by different Routs, 
in order to pitch upon the moſt convenient Place for 
atticking the Enemy; and he order'd ſome Parties of 
Horſe to go before, who beat all the Huſſars they met. 
The Imperialiſts being reſolved to ſtay in their Retrench- 
ments, the Count de Montemar went up pretty near 
them, to view their Diſpoſitions; whereupon he was 
determined to change his, and to order moſt of his Horſe 
to paſs from the Right to the Left. The Attack began 
by the Centre of the Column that had the Count de Ma- 
cela at their Head, which confiſted of the three Batta- 
lions of the Regiment of Walloon Guards, the two Bat- 
talions of the Swi/s Regiment of Betler, and eight Com- 
pantes of Grenadiers. Thoſe Troops, though not ſo 
lirong as the Imperialiſis that oppoſed them in that Part 
of tha Attack, enter'd the Retrenchments with ſo much 
Bravery, that after a long Reſiſtance, the Enemy were 
put to the Ront. The Count de Montemar obſerving 
this, order'd all his Troops to advance, who drove all 
before them that ſtood in their Way, without being 
ſtopp Aby the Walls and Ditches which cover'd the Ene- 
8 Camp, and render'd it almoſt inacceſlible. The 
e de Montemar, having penetrated into their Camp,

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the firſt Moment the Attack began, quitted the camp 
and fled in great Diſorder. He afterwards order'd fene. 
ral Polls to be attack'd, wherein the Imperialiſts, yh, 
Had taken Sanctuary in them, were made Priſbnen, 
M. Rodeski, General of the Foot, eſcaped to Bit, 
which is encompaſſed with Walls z and he defended hin. 
ſelf 'till Night, but was obliged to ſurrender the nxt 
Day. The Horſe, in their Flight, divided themfſelyg 
into ſeveral Parties, which being purſued by the Spanif 
Horſe, were for the moſt Part defſtroy'd. The moſt con- 
ſiderable of theſe, after having loſt a great Number af 
Men, fled for Shelter to Bari, where the Count de Mom. 
mar blocked them up the 26th, and obliged the Prince of 
Belmonte, who commanded them, to ſurrender. The In- 
perial Troops, according to the Liſt that is come to our 
Hands, conſiſted of 6500 Foot, 1500 Horſe, and 900 
Huſſars, 200 of which have eſcaped into the Mountaing 
of Calabria. We took from the Enemy 15 Colours, 14 
Standards, and two Pair of Kettle-drums ; their Tents, 
Provifions, Ammunition, and moſt of their Baggage. 
The Spaniards had not a great Number of Soldiers either 
kill'd or wounded ; but they have loſt the Count 4. 
Briard, and the Count de Bonamour, Captains in the 
Regiment of Walloon Guards: Don Lewis de Parte, 
Major-General, was dangerouſly wounded : He is Gp 
tain of Grenadiers of that Regiment, which having firſ 
penetrated into the Retrenchments, notwithſtanding the 
vigorous Reſiſtance of the Enemy, had the greateſt Sate 
in that Victory. 

The Count de Montemar having given the neceſſary 
Orders for reducing the few German Troops that made 
their Retreat after the Battle of Bitonto, and order'd the 
Priſoners to be diſpoſed of in proper Places, ſet out on 
his Return to Naples, where he arrived in the begin, 
ning of June, and was received with great Marks of 
Friendſhip by the new King. | 


The Officers taken at Bitonto were ſoon after Woog 
to Naples, being 98 in Number, amongſt whom were the 
Prince of Belmonte, a General Officer, who commanie 
the Imperialiſts, another General, ſix Lieutenant.

We left the Confederate Army in Lombardy encamp'd 
at Sanguina, and the Imperial Forces at Sor bolo. The 
Armies continu'd in the fame Camps for ſeveral Days, 
till the 23th of June, when n Army made 4, 
Motion, and poſted themſelves at an Profpero, their 
Left towards the Mountains in the Parmezan, and poſ- 
ſeſt themſelves of a Caſtle call'd Chiarugolo, making Diſ- 
poſitians as if they deſign'd either to attack the French 
and Sardinian Army, or elſe poſſeſs themſelves of Parma.

Firſt from Paris. 
Ount Merci quited his Camp between San Proſpers . 
and San Lazaro, the 28th ult. He march'd with 
his whole Army; but to conceal that Motion, he left 
the uſual Guards in the Neighbourhood of Parma; he 
march'd up the Parma, and paſſing it at Porporano, he 
vent and encamped between that River and the Baganxa, 
from Albary to Antoniano. The Marſhal de Coigny being 
informed of the Enemy's March, went with the Mar- 
hal de Broglio to the other Side of the Parma, and brought 
vith him 10 Companies of Grenadiers, and all the Pi- 
quets of the Army : He took a View of the Camp the 
Enemy had quitted that Morning, and heard they had 
palled the Parma He judged that Count Merci could 
have no other Deſign than to attack him; and having 
taken the Reſolution to draw cloſe to Parma, the 29th 
by Break of Day, he cauſed his Army to advance under 
that Place, to a Spot of Ground he had pitch'd upon for 
a Camp ſome Days before. The Marſhal de Coigry ſent 
tachments at the ſame Time, to obſerve the Enemy's 
fat ions; and having afterwards taken a View of them 
intel he made his Diſpoſitions for the Combat. He

A Terye del Faro, has written to the King, that the In - 
hibitants of Meſſina having ſent him Word that they de- 
fired nothing ſo much, 2s to be under the Obedience of 
bis Catholick Majeſty, which was afterwards confirmed 
by Deputies from the ſaid City ; that Count had. there- 
upon fummoned Prince Lobkowitz, to ſurrender, and the 
faid Prince had reſolved to retire into the Citadel with 
the Count de Saſtago, the Imperial Viceroy of that 
Kingdom, and to abandon the City : That they had al- 
ready begun to beſiege it, as well as the Caſlle of Gonza- 
ja, which they hoped to be Maſters of in a ſhort Time. 
That General has, atthe ſame Time acquainted the King, 
that he had put Garriſons into the Caſtles of Matagri- 
ſore and Caſtellaz o. The Count de Bitonto has alſo ſent 
Word, that he has taken the Caltle of Caſtelamare, the 
Garriſon of which, conſiſting of 300 Imperialiſis, had 
been made Priſoners of War. Letters from the ſame Ge- 
neral mention, that having marched to Syracuſa, with 
the greateſt Part of the Troops under his Command, he 
hid formed the Blockade of that Place, and was preparing 
to beſiege it. He adds, that having ordered the Count de 
Marfillac, who has more than Men enough to reduce the 
Citadel of Meſina and Caſtle Gonzaga, to detach two Regi- 
ments, and Part of the Armed Peaſunts, by whom he was 
joined at Ia Gruta, in Order to block up Trapani.

The Right Wing advanced to the 
Bank of the Secchia, over againſt San Benedetto: We 
Gund a Caſſine there poſſeſſed by the Allies, who at our 
Approach fired from their Cannon upon our Troops: We 
judged by the Motion of the Enemy, that they were ad- 
untageouſly poſted behind that Caſſine, and between the 
Ditches, ſo that we could not attack them, without ha- 
ding the Lives of many of our Men; therefore the 
General order'd the Troops to move to the Left, in order 
lo draw the Enemy into the Plain, and attack them with 
Advantage, or to attack them in Flank, in Caſe they 
emained in their Poſt. The Allies perceiving our Ar- 
Dy advance in good Order, they abandon'd their Poſts, 
ning ſome Troops in the Caffines, who were mad8- 
Priſoners of War; and our Army purſuing its March in 
Battle Array, towards 8. Benedetto, found the Reur 
uard of the Enemy retiring : Thereupon, General 
Pturkerberg was detached with the Regiments of Althan's

The Enemy fought with a great deal d 
Courage, and changed the Diſpoſition of their Troops {:- 
veral Times, in order to penetrate through the Center ot 
the Wings; but both their Horſe and Foot having been 
conſtantly repulſed, and entirely routed in ſeveral Places 
they betook themſelves to Flight, and were purſued by 
the Carabineers and Dragoons two Miles from the Field 
Battle. The King of Sardinia was every where, to a. 


of his Valour upon this Occaſion, The King's Troops, 
and thoſe of the King of Sardinia, who had all a Shire 
in that Battle, ſhewed a great deal of Courage and Fim 
neſs ; and the Imperialiſts, with their utmoſt Efforts, 
could not ſtand againſt either the Horſe or Foot. When 
the Count de Broglio (the Expreſs that carry'd the News 
to Paris) ſet out from the Army, the Grenadiers, the Us 
rabineers, and the Dragoons, were commanded to match 
the 20th, an Hour before Day, in Purſuit of the Ent 
my. trom whom we have taken in this Battle ſeveril 
Pieces of Cannon, Standards and Kettle Drums. They 
muſt have loſt a great Number of Men; Prince Lewis d 
Wirtemberg was killed, and it is ſaid Count Co/meners tht 
red the ſame Fate; Count Vachtendonck was very dat 
gerouſly wounded, We do not yet know the Loſs we have 
ſuſtained.

OUNT Konig ſegg broke up from Lux. ara, the 19th 
( about Nine in the Morning, and at Ten he ordered 
the Enemy, who were poſted under Guñftalla, to be at- 
tacked by ſeven Battalions of Foot and 12 Companies of 
Gren:diers, commanded by the Generals Falpareze and 
folmenero, who made the firſt Onſet in a very brave and 
Intrepid Maenner. The Enemy poured on freſh Troops

made a terrible and conflant Fire upon our Men, which 
prevented our knowing their Number. The Generals 
Palpareze and Colmenero were killed in the Begin- 
ging of this Attack, as were all the Field Officers; fo 
that only one Lieutenant Colonel was at the Head of the 
ſeren Battalions who began the Attack. The Prince 
Wirtembers was killed in the Middle of this Action, 
when his Preſence was moſt neceſſary to lead on the Foot. 
Count Konig/egg then ſeeing that it was im poſſible for him 
to break the Enemy's Cavalry, reſolved, after a conti- 
nul Fire of about ſix Hours, to order bis Army to retire, 
which they did in ſo good Order, that the Enemy durſt 
net purſue him; and he went and cncamped at Luzara, 
where his Army was encamped the Day before. Not- 
Vithſlanding the great Loſs of Officers above-mentioned, 
whereby the Attack was ſomething flackened, and our 
roops brought into ſome Diſorder, our Men did not re- 
tire or loſe one Inch of Ground, *till they were ordered 
to draw off from the Field of Battle.

By all the Circumſtances of the Battle of Gua/talla, it 
5s evident that AQion was not deciſive; and tho' the 
French kept the Field, they paid dear enough for it, in- 
cluding their Loſs on the 15th, on the Banks of the 
$::chia, which redounds much to the Honour of Count 
Konig/egg, the Imperial General. On the 25th, the Im- 
perialiſis repaſs'd the Po, and poſted themſelves on the 
Banks of the Oglio, in the Mautuan. Upon this, the 
French paſſed the Po, and ſtood facing them on the other 
Side the Oglio to defend the Cremoneze. In this Situation 
of their Army, the Marqueſs de Maillebois was detach'd 
with a Body of Troops to ſet down before Mirandola. 
The Marqueſs had not been lung before the Town, when 
Information was given him by a Peaſant, that the Im- 
perialiſts were coming to the Relief of the Town. Up- 
on this he broke up the Siege, and made what Haſte he 
could to rejoin the French Army. This proved a falſe 
Alarm, which ſo irritated him, that he return'd again 
with a freſh Supply of Artillery and Ammunition frum 
Modena, being reſolved to make ſhort Work with the 
Place, and revenge the Trick put upon him. He began 
now to batter the Town moſt furiouſly, and having 
made a Breach on the 11th, was preparing to ſtorm the 
Place, when certain News was brought him, that the 

mperialiſls were coming in good Earneſt : 80 that the 

arqueſs was obliged at laſt to leave his Task unkniſh'd, 
and retir'd not above two Hours before the Van-Guard of 
the Imperialiſts came up to the Town.

Sandys, on Tueſday the 19th of February, read as uſul 
the firſt Time, and order'd to be read a fecond Tine, 
that Day ſev'nnight. Accordingly, on Tueſday the 26th, 
the ſaid Bill was read a ſecond Time; and upon M. 
Sandys moving to have it committed, a warm Debate 
enſu'd. 

The chief Arguments made Uſe of againſt it vere 
That ſuch a Reſtriction would in Effect debar the Perpe 
of their Privilege in the Choice of their Repreſentativesz 
and many Gentlemen of great Families and large Proper 
ties in the Country, of the Honour of being choſen 
That laſtly, it was putting an Affront upon the Cromn 
Itſelf, by ſuppoſing all Perſons in Employment unworthy 
to repreſent their Country, and would raiſe ſuch Diel. 
Hons, as might in the End, prove fatal to our Conſtit. 
tion. *Twas urged on the other Hand, that fuch bill 
Had been brought before into the Houſe, and well * 
ceiv'd ; that never was a Time that more required it;

That at preſent our People got by Commiſſion 
Brokerage from Foreigners at leaſt 80,000. per Au 
which would be entirely loſt to the Nation, if that bil 
Thould paſs into a Law; becauſe all TranſaQions of tht 
Nature, even. in our own publick Funds, would then 
carried on, upon the Exchange of Amſterdam and it 
was well known, that when any Branch of Trade is & 
verted and turned out of its old Channel, it is no ah 
Matter to bring it back again; and therefore, tho the 
Bill was to continue but for three Years, they could nt 

agree to it, becauſe if the Trade of buying and ſellin 
any of our publick Funds ſhould be turned out of thi 
Kingdom for three, Years only, it might not be in ou 
Power to bring it back again, 

That if the Creditors of the Publick were not allovt! 
as free and uncontrouled a Liberty of diſpoſing of ther 
Properties in the publick Funds, as of any other Put i 
their Property, it would not only prevent People's bv 
coming Purchaſers in any of our preſent Funds, but! 
would prevent People's lending their Money to the 6 
vernment upon any future Emergency, which mighti 
attended with the moſt fatal Conſequences. 

That in all other Branches of Trade, there was fit 
Liberty allowed to every Perſon that had a Mind toll 
ſure his Stock in Trade: That the ſelling of Stock ft 
Time, and the giving of Money for the Put of Stock(i 
it wes called in Exchange-Alley) was nothing elſe but! 
Way of inſuring the Principal Money which a Man hi 
in the publick Funds; and the preventing a Man fron 
taking that Method of ſecuring his Property the 
Funds, would be a very great Hardſhip upon all tht 
Creditors of the Publick. And, | 

That it was doing an Injuſtice to the Perſons concerh 
in the publick Funds; becauſe it was a ſubjecting * 
to Conditions and Reſtraints which they were, not » 
jetted to, nor could pothbly dream of, when they fo 
their Money to the Publick; which was really 1 
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taking ſo much of their Property from them; for it was 
certain, that every Sort of Property was of the lefs Value, 
the more Conditions and Reſtrictions it was ſubjected to: 
Nor could any Argument in Favour of the Bilt be drawn 
from that Law which had been made againſt laying Wa- 
gers about publick Affairs 3 becauſe thoſe that might be 
concerned in ſuch Wagers had. never purchaſed from the 
Publick a Privilege to lay any ſuch ; whereas the Credi- 
tors of the Publick had in ſome Manner purchaſed a 
Privilege of taking any Method they thought proper for 
making the moſt of the Property they had in the publick 
Funds. | 
On the other Hand, the Arguments made Uſe of in 
Favour of the Bill, were, That there was really no Dif- 
ference between Stock-jobbing and Gaming; or if there 
was any, it confifted in this, that the former was much 
more fatal in its Conſequences, and much more de- 
ſtrutti ve than the other; for that if any Man frequented 
Hazard-tables, Horſe-racing, Cock-fighting, or any other 
Sort of publick Gaming, it became ſoon known in the 
World, and thereby every Man was advertiſed to draw 
his Effects out of ſuch a Man's Hand, and not to give 
him any Truſt or Credit; ſo that if ſuch Men came to 
be ruined, they generally could loſe nothing but their 
on Eſtates, and none ſuffered by their folly or ill Con- 
duct, but themſelves and their own Families; whereas 
in the Tranſactions in Exchange- Alley, they might be, 
and generally were carried on in the Dark ; it was not 
known who were principally concerned; by which 
Means a Man might game for Thouſands, without its 
being ſo much as ſuſpected that he had ever ventured a 
Farthing in that Way; whereby it generally happened 
that not only the Gamefter himſelf was ruined, but ma- 
ney other innocent Men, concerned with him in an ho- 
neſt and fair Way of Trade, found themſelves undone, 
when they had good Reaſon to think themſelves abſolute- 
ly ſecure. | | | 
That Stock-jobbing was worfe than Gaming in this 
other Reſpet, That Gaming of any other Kind might 
be carried on upon a fair and equal Footing, but it was 
Impoſſible that Stock-jobbing ever could; for there would 
always be ſome Perſons behind the Curtain, who muſt 
neceſſarily know a great deal more of the Game than it 
Vas poſhble for the other Adventurers to know; by 
which Means they always had an Opportunity of cheat- 
ns their Fellow-Gameſters out of what Sums of money 
5 they 
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they had a Mind; and it was but too well known thit 

Men had often made an unjuſt Uſe of the Knovleige 
they had in this Way. And, 2 

That by the Means of this infamous Practice of Stock. 
jobbing, it was always in the Power of ſome of our fi. 
reign Neighbours to lay a heavy Tax upon this Nation, 
and to draw a great deal of Money out of it, whenever 
they thought proper; for as the Prices of all our pub- 
lick Funds muſt always depend in ſome Mesſure up 
the Circumſtances of foreign Affairs, and muſt very 2c. 
cording as thoſe Circumſtances vary, it would alwayrbe 
in the Power of the Miniſters of ſome of the 
Courts of Europe, by Means of their Correſpondents her, 
to raiſe large Sums of Money, by giving out a little for 
the Refuſal, or for the Put of ſome of our publick 
Funds. 

That publick Credit, twas true, depended upon the 
Opinions of Men, but then thoſe Opinions were alway 
founded upon Reaſon, when People were truly informed, 

 #md had Time to think coolly about the Matter; which 
could not well happen, as long as the Game of Stock-job- 
bing was allowed ; for thouſands of Lies would be daily 
invented to deceive the Weak and Ignorant; and Men 
would always run headlong into the Buying or Selling, 
or dealing in Puts and Refaſals, not according to the rei 
intrinſinck Value of the Thing to be bought or ſold, but 
according to their Opinion of the Price's being about to 
fall and riſe. 

That the Credit of our Funds did not depend upon the 
Gaming or Stock-jobbing in them, but rather ſuffered by 
it, as appeared evidently from this, that the South-Sea 
Annuities, in which there was little or no Gaming, bad 
always bore a higher Price than the Stock, in Proportion 
to the Dividends made upon both; and it was certain, 
that every Man who was not endowed with ſomething 
the Spirit of Gaming, would put a greater Value upon 
that Security which he was ſure of ſelling again for 

what it coſt him, than upon a Security by which 
run the Risk of loſing or winning a great deal: And 
to the Certainty and Invariableneſs of the Price, the 
Price of Annuities had always been more certain, an 
invariable than the Price of any other publick Fund, 
which ſhewed that Stock-jobbing rather tended to 
unſettling, than towards fixing the Price of any of our 
publick Funds, | 


That 
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That the Facility of find ing a Purchaſer for any Thing, 
gepended upon People's being certain as to the Value, as 
to the Right, and as to the Method of conyeying of the 
Thing fo to be fold z and to this Certainty, with Re- 
ſpeft to our publick Funds, it was owing that the Pro- 
prietors had then ſo ready an Acceſs to their Money, and 
not at all to the Practice of Stock-jobbing 3 therefore, as 
this Certainty could not be in the leaſt diminiſhed by 
the Bill then before them, the Proprietors of the publick 
Funds would, without Doubt, have as ready Acceſs to 
their Money after the Paſſing of that Bill, as ever they 
had before, | 

That it could not well be ſuppoſed, that ever our 
People had made in any one Year 80,0001. by Brokerage 
and Commiſſion from Foreigners dealing in our Funds 
but whatever had been made in that Way, could not by 
the Bill be diminiſhed ; for it was certain, that Buying 
and Selling in the Gaming Way could not be carry'd on 
by Commiſſon ; there could be no Commiſſion or Bro- 
kerage paid by Foreigners to our People here, but when 
a Transfer was actually made; and when a Transfer is 
to be made, ſome Truſtee or Correſpondent here muſt 
ſill be employ'd z ſo that nothing but the Game of 
Stock-jobbing could be carry'd to the Exchange of Am- 
ferdam; and if all our Gameſiters, as well as the Game, 
vere tranſported thither, it would be no great Loſs to 
the Nation. | | 

That it was to be hoped the Publick Credit of this 
Nation depended upon a much more ſtable Foundation 
than that of Stock-jobbing z and it was not to be preſu- 
wed that the Creditors of the Publick had purchaſed, 
or that they ever intended by their lending Money to 
the Government, to purchaſe a Privilege of ſetting up 
a Gaming-Table in the Middle of the City of London; 
and to pretend that the preſcribing a certain Method, by 
which the Property of the publick Funds was to be 
trangferred from one to another, was a Reſtraint put 
upon the Liberty of diſpoſing of ſuch Funds, or that it 
would any Way diminiſh the Value of them, was the 
ſame Thing as to pretend that Statute of the 2gth of 
rler II, againſt fraudulent Conveyances of Land E- 
ſtates, was a Reſlraint put upon the Liberty of diſpoſing 
of ſuch Eſtates 3 or that the AR for regiſiering ſuch 
Conveyances within the County of Middleſex, had di. 
miniſhed the Value of Land within that County; whkere- 
ait was never yet imagined, but that the Proprietors 
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of Land Eſtates had as full a Liberty of diſpoſing ri 
fuch Eflates ſince the ſaid Act of the 29th of Charlg 13 
had pafſed, as ever they had before; and it was wel 
known, that the Act for eftabliſhing a Regiſter within 
the County of Middleſex had tather increaſed than dini. 
niſhed the Value of Land within that County, And, 

That as Bargains for Time were till to be allow! 
the publick Creditors might-thereby inſure their Prin. 
cipal Money in the publick Funds, in the ſame Manner 
as they had done before; but as for the Practice of gi. 
ving Money for the Put of Stock, if it was to be calle! 
an Inſurance, it was a very odd Sort of one; for by 
that Method, a Man was to infure not only his own 
Property in the publick Funds, but in ſome Manner 
the whole publick Funds of England; which was juſt 
the ſame as if a Man concerned only in one Ship ſhould 
give a Premium for the Inſurance of ſuch a Sum of Mo. 
ney upon the ſame Return of all the Ships belonging ts 
Great Britain. 

Upon reading the laſt Clauſe, by which the Bill wi 
made to continue for three Years, the Lord D—ar 
mov'd, That it might be made to continue but for one 
Year, and to the End of next Seſſion of Parliament.

than for a Grant determinable at the End of one? And 
by the ſame Parity of Reaſoning, whether Septennial 
Parliaments muſt not prove more grievous, burthenſome 
and expenſive than Iriennial, at leaſt in ſuch a Degree, 
as an Annuity for ſeven Years deſerves a better Conſide. 
ration than one for three. 

But ſuppoſing I ſhould be out in this Point, which! 
can never give up without due Convittion ; this Argy- 
ment in the Preamble is, I hope, entirely at an End. 
The Att againſt Bribery and Corruption (which miſt ever 
sedound to the Honour of this Parliament) will neceſſarily 
remedy this Evil. That glorious Act will prevent Corrups 
tion in the Electors. Nothing but frequent new Parliament: 
can remedy it in the Elected. 

The other Reaſon upen which that AQ was founded, 
namely, a Suſpicion, that Deſigns were carrying on to 
renew the Rebellion, and an Invaſion from abroad, was 
in my humble Opinion, the only juſtiſiable Pretence for 
enatting it into a Law; and might poſſibly have induced 
ſome Gentlemen of very great Honour and Integrity to 
give their Votes for the Bill at that Juncture, whoſe Al- 
ſiſtance, I flatter myſelf, J thall now have in repealing 
it : For thoſe who voted for it from that View, could 
never intend it ſhould be made perpetual, or that it 
ſhould continue longer than that Misfortune ſubſiſted. 

I muſt beg Pardon of you, Sir, and of the Houſe, for 
the Trouble I have given you. The Nature of the Mo: 
tion, I am going to make you, has unavoidably drawn 
me-into a Length as diſagreeable to myfelf, as it mult 
have been to thoſe that hear me. Numberleſs Argu- 
ments will occur to every Gentleman in favour of it; 
I will therefore conclude with this Motion, 

That Leave be given to bring in a Bill for repealing fie 
Septennial Act, and for the more frequent meeting and calling 
Parliaments. 

In this, Sir, I hope I ſhall be juſlified, as it cannot 
proceed from any indirect or private Views, but from * 


real Conviction, that the Happineſs and Safety of -

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Nation depends upon it; in which I am ſupported by 
the common Voice of the People, and have it particu- 
lurly recommended to me by a great Majority of thoſe I

I have not the Honour to repreſent them.

H E honourable Gentleman, who made you this Mo- 
tion has ſupported the Neceſſity of it by ſo many 
firong and forcible Arguments, that there is hardly any 
Thing new to be offer d. I am very ſenſible therefore of 
the Diſadvantages I muſt lie under, in attempting to 
ſpeak after him; and I ſhould content myſelf with bare- 
iy ſeconding him, if the Subject Matter of this Debate 
was not of ſuch Importance, that I ſhould be aſham'd to

'Tis evident from what has been ſaid, that the People 
have an unqueſtionable Right to frequent new Parliaments 
by ancient Uſage ; and that this Uſage has been confirmed 
by ſeveral Laws, which have been progreſſively made by 
our Anceſtors, as often as they found it neceſſary to inſiſt 
on this Eſſential Privilege. | | 
Parliaments were generally annual, but never continu- 
ed longer than three Years, till the remarkable Reign of 
Herry VIII. He was a Prince of unruly Appetites, | 
and of an arbirary Will: He was impatient of every Re- 
firaint ; the Laws of God and Man fell equally a Sacri- 
fee as they ſlocd in the Way of his Avarice, or diſap- 
Pointed his Ambition: He therefore introduced Long 
arliaments, becauſe he very well knew that they would 
come the proper Inſtruments of both; and what a Sla- 


— Obedience they paid to all his Meaſures is ſufficiently 
wn. 


If we come to the Reign of King Charles I. we mutt 
«knowledge him to be a Prince of a contrary Temper 
he had certainly an innate Love for Religion and Virtue, 
and of Conſequence for the Liberty of his Country. —

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But here lay the Misfortune, — He was led from d. 
natural Diſpoſition by Sycophants and Flatterers ; the 
adviſed him to neglect the calling of frequent Pad 
ments, and therefore, by not taking the conſtant Seuſryf 
his People in what he did, he was work'd up int f) 
high a Notion of Prerogative, that the Commons (n 
Order to reſlrain it) obtain'd, that independent hu 
Power, which at laſt unhappily brought him to his u 
tragical End, and at the ſame Time ſubverted the while 
Conſtitution. And I hope we ſhall learn this Left 
from it, never to compliment the Crown with any ney 
or extravagant Powers, nor to deny the People thut 
Rights which by ancient Uſage they are entitled to; but 
to preſerve that juſt and equal Ballance, from which: 
they will both derive mutual Security; and which, ik 
duly obſerved, will render our Conftitution the Envy: 
and Admiration of all the World. 

King Charles II. naturally took a Surſeit of perl. 
ments in his Father's Time, and was therefore extreme: 
ly deſirous to lay them aſide: But this was a Scheme 
impraQicable. However, in Effet he did fo: Forke 
obtain'd a Parliament, which, by its Jong Duration, 
like an Army of Veterans, became ſo exactly diſcipline! 
to his own Meafures, that they knew no other Comma 
but from that Perſon who gave them their Pay. | 

This was a ſafe and moſt ingenious Way of enſlaving 
a Nation. It was very well known, that arbitrary Power, 
if it was open and avow'd, would never prevail here. 
The People were therefore amuſed with the ſpecious 
Form of their Ancient Conſtitution : It exiſted, indeed, 
in their Fancy; but, like a mere Phantom, had no Sub 
ſtance or Reality in it; for the Power, the Authority, 
the Dignity of Parliaments were wholly loſt. This v 
that remarkable Parliament, which ſo juſtly obtzitel 
the opprobrious Name of The Penſion Parliament, and vn 
the Model from which, I believe, ſome later Parliammi 
have been exactly copy'd. oY 

At the Time of the Revolution, the People made 
freth claim of their ancient Privileges ; and as they hl 
ſo lately experienced the Misfortune of long and fervi 
Parliaments, it was then declared, that they ſhould be 
held frequently. But it ſeems their full Meaning vs 
not underſtood by this Declaration; and therefore, 2 ft 
every new Settlement the Intention of all Parties ol 
be ſpecifically maniſeſied, the Parliament never cen 
ſiruggling with the Crown ' till the Triennial Law _—

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tained ; The Preamble of it, which the honourable Gen- 
tleman has recited; is extremely full and ſtrong, and in 
ihe Body of the Bill you will find the Word Declared be- 
fore Enatted; by which I apprehend, that tho' this Law 
did not immediately take Place at the Time of the Revo- 
lution, it was certainly intended as declaratory of the 
kf Meaning, and therefore ſtands as Part of that origi- 
nal Contract under which the Conſtitution was then ſet - 
tied. His Majeſty's Title to the Crown is primarily de- 
rived from that Contract; and if,, upon a Review, there 
ſhall appear to be any Deviations from it, we ought to. 
treat them as ſo many Injuries done to that Title. And 
late ſay, that this Houſe, which has gone thro” ſo long 
Series of Services to His Majeſly, will at laſt be wil-

ion which they were meant to ſecure, Such is the Na- 
ure of the Septennial Lau; it was intended only as 3 
Preſervative againſt a Temporary Inconveniency : The 
neonveniency is remgved, but the miſchievous Effects 
lil] continue; for it not only altered the Conſtitution of 
arliaments, but it extended that ſame Parliament be- 
pond its Natural Duration; and therefore carries this 
of unjuſt Implication with it, That you may at any 
Lime uſurp the moſt indubitable, the moſt eſſential Pri- 
llege of the People, I mean that of chuſing their own 
kepreſentative. A Precedent of ſuch a dangerous Con- 
equence, of ſo fatal a Tendency, that I think it would 
e a Reproach to our Statute-book if that Law was any 
ger to ſubfiſt, which might record it to Poſterity. |

may ſee that the Kings of England had antiently ſuch 
Prerogatives as would be very inconſiſtent with thoſe 
Privileges which the People of this Nation now enjoy. 
This was our old Conſtitution, and I ſhould be glad to 
know, if it be to this Form of Government that Gentle- 
men would not have us to return. 

The honourable Gentleman mentioned next the heav 
Complaints that were made againſt King Charles the 


Firſt, and his Son King James the Second, and the great 


Misfortunes which both theſe Princes fell into by not 
diving Ear to thoſe Complaints: But I muſt take Notice, 
that there never was a Complaint againſt either of them 
for continuing the ſame Parliament too lang; all the Cem- 
plaints againſt both were, for not calling or holding any 

rliament for ſeveral Years together; and this it was 
that brought all their Misfortunes upon them. And as 
w the long Parliament in King Charles the Second's 
Reign, it is certain that there was a great deal of more 

eaſon to complain againſt their Conduct during the firſt

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End z fo that no Part of the Hiflory of either c fick 
three Reigns can afford ſo much as a plauſible Arguyen 
in Favour of the Motion now made to us. EN 
It has been alledged, that the Crown muſt always ne. 
ceſſarily have a much greater Influence upon Stemi 
Parliaments, than it can ever have upon thoſe which ae 
choſen and continued only for three Years: But it is ny 
Opinion, if ever the Crown ſhould attempt, if ever wy 
Miniftry ſhould be wicked enough to endeavour to gin 
corrupt Influence over the Parliament, it will be u 
ealy to gain it over the one Sort of Parliament ax over 
the other; for if ever the Members choſen and returne 
or the Majority of them, ſhould be ſuch as will ſloop t 
Corruption, the Infection may be eaſily ſpread, the il. 
Juring Baits may be thrown out in ſeven Days as well u 
ſeven Years; nor do I think it ſuch a Difficulty or ted- 
ous Affair to find out who may be the Perſons proper th 
be wrought on; that is a Knowledge that may be eſily 
acquired after the Elections are over, and before it my 
be neceſſary for the Parliament to meet: Nay, if ent 
ſuch a Thing ſhould happen (which I hope never vill) 
I am convinced it would be much more eaſy for ſuch 
Minifiry to manage a Triennial Parliament, than it will 
ever be to manage a Septennial; for it is well known how 
ſtrongly Men may be wrought on by Hopes and Promiſes; 
and it is certain, that by ſuch Hopes and Promiſes, ſome 
might be kept firmly attach'd to a Court and Miniſtry for 
two or three Years, who could not be kept ſo for four d 
five ; therefore I muſt conclude, as Hopes and Promiſes 
are more eaſily given than Penſions or Bribes, it would 
be more caſy for the Miniſters to keep a Triennial Pai 
memt depending upon them, than. to keep a Septennialin 
any Sort of Dependence: And as to. paſt Times, we h) 
Experience find, that the Court has never gain'd much 
by long Parliaments; on the contrary, we have alvin 
found that the Party againſt the Court has gradually in 
creas'd in Number by the long Continuance of the Pa- 
liament, inſomuch that a ſmall Minority in the feglt- 
ning, they have often come up to very near an Equality 
ſometimes to a Majority before the End; fo that if ve 
reaſon either from the Nature of Mankind or from ki.

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* Difpofzl of the Crown, has been repreſented as of 
the moſt dangerous Conſequence to the Independeney of 
parliament: But in this I maſt think that Gentlemen 
ire likewiſe very much mifteken: I muſt even think, 
that the Diſpoſal of thoſe Poſts and Places which are ne- 
ceſſaty for the Support of our Government, rather wea- 
kens the Influence and Intereſt of the Crown, both in the 
Parliament and in the Country; becauſe it is certain, 
that there is never any Poſt or Place to be diſpoſed of; for 
which there are not three or four Candidates at leaſt ; the 
Crown can give it but to one, and by giving it to any 
- one of the four, the other three are diſappointed and 
d&fobfiged, by which the Crown very probably raſſes up 
three Enemies, for the Sake of ſecuring one Friend, up- 
on whom no very great Dependence can perhaps be Rad;

Another ObjeQion againſt this Motion is, that 2 
Zennial Parliament is neceſſary for eſtabliſhing and cn. 
firming our Credit abroad. If this be yet to do, if ou 
Credit abroad remains yet to be either eſtabliſhes a 
confirmed, I will ſay that we have lately ſpent many 
Millions, and have made many Treaties to very lie 
Purpoſe. Is not this likewiſe an Argument for ſettling 
the Duration of our Parliaments at a much longer Tem! 
For if our Credit abroad were any Way ſtrengthend by 
a Parliament to continue for Seven Years, would it nt 
be much more.ſo by a Parliament to continue for Seven 
Times Seven ? But this is not the Caſe ; our foreign 
Neighbours judge better of the Condition and Circum- 
ſtances of this Nation, than ſome of ourſelves ſeem to 
do; our Credit among them depends on their believing 
that there is an Union and mutual Confidence between 
the King and his People; and is there any Thing cu 
tend more towards leſſening their Belief in this Reſped, 
than their hearing that the King does not incline to truſ 
His People with a frequent Choice of their own Repr. 
ſentatives ? Will not every Man from thence concluk, 
that either the People are diſaffected, or that the Gt 
vernment is purſuing ſuch Meaſures as they think may 
not be agreeable to the Generality of the People ? And 
I believe it will be allow'd that ſuch a Notion. would att 
contribute much towards eſtabliſhing or confirming ou 
Credit abroad, | 

While no Meaſures are purſued but ſuch as are forthe 
Honour and Intereſt of the Nation, it is certain that 
Parliament ſent here by the free Choice of the Peopleſi 
three Years, or even but for one, would be as ready 
confirm thoſe Meaſures as a Parliament ſent here fot 
ſeven Years.

they had done: And a Parliamentary Acquittal would 
be of much more Conſequence in the firſt Caſe than in 
the laſt ; for if an annual or Triennial Parliament ſhould 
be ſervile enough to approve of Meaſures contrary to the 
general Senſe of the Nation, the People would ſoon have 
an Opportunity of doing themſelves Juſtice in a new 
Parliament 3 but if the People were to have no fuch Op- 
portunity for ſeven Years, it might then be out of their 
Power. 

It has been ſaid, that frequent new Parliaments would 
produce frequent Changes in our Adminiſtration, ſo that 
we never could ſteadily purſue any Meaſure Foreign or 
Domeftick. As to Changes in our Adminiſtration, if 
Triennial or Annual Parliaments ſhould produce Triennial 
or Annual Miniſters, it would give me no great Con- 
cern, and I dare ſay, the Nation ver little Uneaſineſs. 
But how this ſhculd make us unſteady or unſettled in 


the Purſuit of our publick Meaſures, foreign or dome- 


ſtick, I cannot, indeed, conceive ; for if the Meaſures 
were apparently for the Good of the Publick, the New 
Miniſters would, doubtleſs, for their own Honour and 
Safety, purſue them as ſteadily as the Old could have 


lone; and if the Old had enter'd on Meaſures inconſi- 


ent with the Good of the Nation, here the Change of 
the Minifiry would be lucky for us: $o that, if nothing 
elſe could be ſaid in Favour of the Motion, this very
